It is contemplated, however, that no man 
shail be subject toanincome tax who does 
not have an annual income of more than 
$4,000. However, it is suggested that the 
tax shall be 2 per cent on the excess up to 
$20,000. The excess over $20,000 per annum 
up to $50,000 shall be taxed at 5 per cent; and 
all excess of revenue over $50, per anaum 
shall pay a 10 per cent tax to the 
Government. In its essential features this 
system is practically the same as the one in 
vogue during and after the close of the war, 
and which proved so efficacious in raising 
the revenues necessary to meet the enormous 
obligations ofthe Government growing at 
that time. 

The question as to sugar is still perplex- 
ing. Itis generally admitted that the bounty 
should be abolished. The whole bounty 
system is repugnant to Democratic doctrines 
and precedent, but the question of raising 
revenue again rises, and asa sugar tax is 
essentially a tax for revenue the reimposition 
of a moderate duty finds many advocates. 
One and a half cents a pound would produce 
a revenue of $45,000,000 per annum. Naturally 
the Loulsiana Senators and Represen- 
tatives are in favor of this duty, but proba- 
bly their threat to oppose the bill, if it is not 
imposed, will cut no gréat figure one way or 
another.

HUNDREDS OF ACRES 


Of the Richest Illinois Land to Be Re- 


claimed. 


Quincy, ni., Nov. 18.—It is a pleasure to 
get a view of the new work done on the levee 
of the Hunt Drainage District, and likewise 
the privilege of a tour along the entire line 
down into the Lima Lake District as far as 
the lock Opposite Canton and out along the 
cross levee to a point where the Indlan Grave 
Drainage District may be seen tothe south 
of Bear Creek, a few hundred yards away;

mrttze Light Thrown on the Matter by the 
Favestigation Now Going Onat Cen- 
tralia, Ill.—Statements Made Under 
Oath by One of the Sons of Alex Mo- 
Clelland, Who Disappeared Twelve 
Years Ago-Other Testimony Given 
Before the Coroner Yesterday—Story 
of the Disappearance and Finding of 
the Benes. 


CENTRALIA, III., Nov. 18.—Each day's de- 
velopments add interest to the mystery sur- 
rounding the finding of the two human skel- 
etonsin the pond on the old McClelland 
homestead, near this city. Speculation has 
never flagged, and many theories have been 
advanced since the adjournment of the om - 

clal inquiry last week. Ihe second day’s 

proceedings in the investigation, resumed 
from last Monday, closed at 6 p. m. to-day, 
andadjourned over until Friday of next 
week. State’s Attorney C. E. Jennings of 
Salem conducted the investigation before 
the Coroner’s jury, and Capt. 8. L. Dwight 
acted as advisory counsel for the sons of 
Alex. McClelland and brothers of Oscar, who, 
with his father, disappeared twelve years 
ago, and whose skeletons many believe were 
those found in the pond on the 8th ofthe 
present month, 

Only about one-fourth of the witnesses 60 
far subpoenaed have been yet examined and 
fully sixty more remain yet to testify. 

John A. McClelland’s testimony was given 
on Mouday and he will be recalled on Friday. 
The principal object now aimed atin the in- 
Vestigation appears to be to break down 
same portion of the son’s testimony in the 
hope of getting an entering wedge into the 
solution of the tragedy. So far the investiga- 
tion has signally faled to throw any new 
light of material importance onthe matter 
or to ſuerease the suspicion in the minds of 
the cooler element as to the probable guilt of 
anyone. The evid-nce to-day has been ex- 
ceedingly tame throughout, notwithstanding

week’s convention of the Amalgamated As- 
sociation of Iron and steel Workers is a 
striking illustration. It was the first time in 
the history of this powerful organization that 
asecond convention has been held in the 
game year. This was made necessary by the 
activity of a year-old rival, the Finishers’ 
Union. Although they man but one de- 
partment of the mills they se- 
cured recognition among the manufacturers 
of the Youngstown (0.) District. When it 
was decided to start the mills the other em- 
ployes, members of the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation, including the puddlers, refused to 
work because the scale had not been signed. 
The Amalgamated convention in June had 
consented to a reduction in puddling from 


$5.50 to $5; also less wages for finishers (for: 


three-fourths of the men inthis branch still 
adhere to the Amalgamated). Yet the Youngs-~ 
town manufacturers Were still dissatisfied. 

The second convention of the Amalgamat- 
ed Association was caNed to discuss further 
concessions, the Youngstown manufacturers 
preferring to give the association another 
chance rather than attempt to run a part of 
their mius on the non-uniop system. 

The Finishers’ Union as organized by 
dissatisied men decqhse the Amal- 
a mated permitted reduction of 
the wages of 0 finishers in 
1892, but uph the rates 
puddling. T rganization on 
progressive games predicted by the manu- 
facturer a forerunner in one provision of 
the Fini rs’ Union. scale, the firstof their 
raab on. It provides for a perpetual 
agreement, reductions or increases of wages 
to be decided after three months’ notice 
from the aggressive party, but work to con- 
Binue without interruption in the meantime. 

The manufacturers claim that the great 
strength of some of the unions has proved 
their weakness. Conscious of power, they 
have grown autocratic and have been slow 
to recognize the change in conditions which 
have been so marked in the past two years. 
In the iron and steel business, they say, a 
very radical change has deen going 
on by which steel has taken 
place of iron. Values in all 
lines have declined, yet when it was suggest 
ed to fix the sliding scale at Homestead on a 
basis more in harmony with the market it 
required a bloody struggle to accomplish it. 
A basis of $25 a ton for steel billets was then 
insisted on. They now sell for several dol- 
lars less. It is claimed that the manufac- 
turers know that $25 steel wasa thing of the 
past.

TERRE Haute, Ind., Nov. 18.—Work was re- 
sumed in the Park County Coal Co.’s mines by 
the 500 miners who struck recently, not- 
withstanding they failed to gain . their 
point. The size and meshes of screens used 
in mines are regulated by law. The Park 
County company changed the incline of their 
screen from thirty-two totwenty-nine and 
one-half degrees. The men protested that 
more screenings resulted and consequently 


their earnings were decreased, The question 
was submitted to President Galley of the 
Operators State Organization and President 
Dunkerly of the United Mine Workers’ Union. 
They failed to agree and a lawyer named 
Elmer Williams was called in. He sided 
with the operators on the ground that the 
screen was a legal one and that the law 
made no provision for the angle at which it 
was to be operated. 


AMALGAMATION PROPOSED. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 18.—The amalga- 
mation scheme was inaugurated at a secret 
meeting of Knights of Labor and representa- 
tives of eleven other labor organizations 
last night. The organization thus begun is 


said to have 750,000 members. The Federa- 
tion of Labor was represented and unifica- 
tion was unanimousiy recommended. The 
action taken will be referred to the various 
organizations for approval. 


THEY CAN WITHDRAW. 


Judge Withrow’s Decision Concerning 
Buildiag Association Siockielders. 


Judge Withrow rendered an important de- 
cision yesterday in the case of Mary E.

The plaintiff interposed a demurrer to the 
defendant's answer on the ground that it 
constitutes no defense tothe cause of action 
alleged in her petition. 

Sec. 2810 (R. 8. Mo., 1889) provides that on the 
day following the next regular meeting of the 
board, or at any time thereafter, the member sv 
withdrawing shali be entitled to receive, on de- 
mand, the amouat paid in by him or her, and such 
proportion of the profits as the by-laws may deter- 
mine, less all fines and other charges. * * * At 
no time, however, shail more than one-halfof the 
unloaned funds in the treasury of the corporation be 
applied to the demands of the withdrawing share- 
—e without the consent ef the board of Direc- 
Ors. 

Judge Withrow sustained the demurrer and 
stated that as the plaintiff had complied with 
the requirements of the association in her 
manner of withdrawal she was no longer a 
member but a creditor of the association. 

The Judge in reciting his reasons for his in- 
terpretation of the law as applied to such 
cases, stated that one of the most important 
priveliges confirmed by the Legislature on 
stockholders in such associations is their 
privilege of withdrawal.

DEBTS CONTRACTED AT BOTH EIS 
* HOTEL AND RESBAUBANT 


Last Day of Filing Su ts for ths Decem- 
ber Term—Stagi’s Wife Wants Him 
Den‘ed the Privilege of Seecicg His 
Child—-A Campa gu Sky Rocket Causes 
a Tamage Suit. . 


There was a general descent made by the 
creditors of Annie and Joseph Gerard? yes- 
terday, and four suits were filed against 
them in the Circuit Court. Joseph Gerardi is 
the well-known caterer, who is now manag- 
ing the Gerardi Restaurant and Cafe on 
Broadway between Pine and Olive streets 
and the Grand Avenue tiotel on the 
southeast corner of Grand avenue and Olive 
street. The frst sult brought was a butchey 
bill of the Sprenger Meat Co. against Annie 
Gerardi, in which it was claimed that there 
was still a balance of $509.69 due for meat de- 
livered at the hotel on Grand avenue. This 
was shortly followed by another suit brought 
by the Beattie Manufacturing Co. against 
Annie Gerardi, Joseph Gerardi and 
Charles Clark, who owns the 
Broadway premises. This suit was 
for material furnished to fit up the hana- 
some and elaborate restaurant and bar at 
213 and 215 Broadway, the Beatie Company 
asking for $3,112,483 on one count and $2,313.71 
on another. 

Then Attorneys Boyle and Adams repres- 
enting Charles Clark, the proprietor of the 
premises 213 and 215 North Broadway, came 
in and fileda third sult for $2,049, which, 
It is alleged, is due for rent for 
the place. As a sort of finale 
Frank M. Este3, attorney for the 
Wrought Iron Range Co., filed a sult against 
Josephand Annie Gerardi for $1,206.37, al- 
leged to be due on their account for stoves 
and restaurant fittings. 

The day before Anale Geraral filed a second 
chattel mortgage in favor of the Rosenblatt 
estate to secure the lease of the hotel prop- 
erty on Grand avenue. 

Mr. Gerardi, when seen at his restaurant 
on North Broadway, last night, said: 

Jam simply in the position that many 
others find themselves at present. lowe the 
Wrought Iron Range Co. $1,000. I owe the 
Sprenger Meat Co. $219 and Mr. 
Clark’s claim is all right; he is 
oniy protecting himself. I would pay 

hat meat bili to Sprenger, but he Insists I 
owe him $509.69. Wecan’t agree. 

‘*What about the suit of the Beattie Manu- 
facturing Co.?“ 

‘‘lowed that company about $11,000. The 
contract was that the company was to have 
the work on the Broadway restaurant com- 
pleted by May 1, 1893. The penalty in 
cass of failure was 550 per day. 
On July 3, in the midst of the financial 
stringency, the Beattie Manufacturing Co. 
fulfilled its contracts and I was enabled to 
open the restaurant. I have paid $7,5000n 
the claim, and the balance is digputed.’’ 

Referring to the second mortgage fled 
in favor of Rosenblatt’s estate, Mr. Gerardi 
said that the mortgage was given to 
secure the payment of the money due under 
the lease. There was a stipulation to that 
effect in the original lease. Mr. Gerardi 
insists that these suits will not cause him to 
close up business at either of his establish- 
ments. None of them are attachment cases.

IT PROCLAIMS HER THE FLEETEST SHIP 
“THAT EVER BRAVED THE BILLOWS 
Her Average Speed tor Sighty-Bight 
Miles Was 22.81 Knots Per Hour 
Every Ounce of Steam Turned On— 
No Easy Task to Stand on Deck— 
Board of Inspection Well Pleased. | 


1 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 18. -The Columbia to- 
day fairly won her title of queen of the ocean. 
Faster than ever sped warship or merchant 
vessel she steamed over the coast from Cape 
Ann to Cape Porpoise on her trial trip with 
the United States Board of Inspection on 
board. Her average speed for the forty-four 
miles was 22.81 knots. But she steamed 7% 
knots of her run at a rate 
that ‘averaged 25.03 knots an hour. 
It was a magnificent display of speed. 
By her little four-hour spin she won for her 
builders, Wm, Cramp & Sons, the neat bonus 
of $350,500. The Cramps were eager for the 
trial and so were the members of the Naval 
Board. So it was decided to do their atmost 
to prevent another postponement. 

At sunrise the members of the board and 
Mr. Cramp and his party appeared at the 
head of Lewis wharf ready to start for the 
ship. A light breeze prevailed, but it looked 
threatening, and all hands had a rather du- 
bious belief that the trial could take place. 
Commissioner Walker, however, said that 
there was a fair day in prospect, and his 
prophecy proved true. The Columbia took 
up anchor and started out from President’s 
Roads at 8:45. It was 9:20 when the red flag 
announcing that the trial was on was run up 
to the foremast-head. Thecrew of the Dol- 
phin gave a parting yell as the Columbia 
left her ar astern. Her engines 
were revolving at the rate of 145 revolutions 
a minute. The steam pressure was i158 
pounds and there was a half-iack pressure 
in the flre- rooms. But it was not long before 
there was a startling decrease in speed. The 
big wake aft decreased in dimension and it 
was easy tosee that something was wrong. 
Then the red fag came down and the Colum- 
Dia took a wide swing seaward. The Cramps 
wantedane start. Oneof the boilers had 
begun to foam and the remainder were not 
enough to propel the ship as the Cramps 
wanted herto be propelled. 

A NEW START, 

So back theship went, a mile beyond the 
Dolphin, and then after a half hour or 30 
steaming around, she pointed her nose once 
more to the starting line, and at 9:54:40 she 
was off for Point Porpoise. She was speeding 
ata 22% knot gait. The run down tothe 
Inan, the second vessel that marked the 
score, was 2.37 knots. The Columbia was 
jogging along comfortably with no commo- 
tion to speak of. She reached the Inan at 10, 
making the first stopof her coure at the rate 
of 22.06 knots. Here the engines 


were given an additional supply of steam, 
a ud the revolutions op going down to the 
Kearsarge,the next marking vessel, aver- 
aged 141. The speed ofthe ship increased, 
and the 6.66 mutual mile between the Inan 
and the Kearsarge were cut Soe atthe 
rate of 22.20 knots per hour. For 6% knots 
more to the tug Leyden. the speed of the 
ship Wes ouly 22.8 knots per hour, and the 
revolutions reduced to about 131 per minute. 


FEARFUL VELOCITY. 

Then the whole form of the Columbia vi- 
Drated with the fearful velocity of the en- 
ines. The mighty shafts revolved two and a 
half times every second, and the huge screws 
under her stem churned the water intoa 
caldron that rose high above the quarter 
galley. The water from her bow was dashed 
off in huge billows that set the fisherman and 


other vessels along the course dobbing with 
might and main. The steamer Fern was 
reached at 10°52:36, and when it was seen that 
the Columbia had passed the 23-Knot mark 
there was cheering all along her deck. 
Now aad then a pilot boat or a 
schooner near her course ran up the 
glorious standard of America to her 
best luck and dipped it in honor to the queen 
Columbia. The Narketa was anchored 7% 
knots from the Fern, and her stalky masts 
were just visible on the horizon as the Colum- 
bla fairly shot at cyclone speed past the 
Fern. The steam sacked a little, aud the 
engines’ revolutions — some. The 
speed fell to 21:53 Knots, but it proved the 
Columbia was only gathering power. She 
swept by the Fortune, the seventh mark 
boat, at 11:81:28, and then the three big pro- 
pellors hauled up a mighty mass of seething, 
volling water and left a trail a couple 
of miles long in her wake. The 
water from the bow leaped nigh in the air on 
either side and the kKnife-iike stem of the 
fleetest ship in the world dashed into it. The 
Fortune was left far astern in atwinkling and 
still theship sped onward, perceptibiy gain- 
ing momentarily. Ihe spray leaped in over 
the bow and drenched the forward deck and 
whitened the whiskers of Capt. Sargent as 
he stood on the. bridge. The white 
line of the Vesuvius on the horil- 
zon sprang into view and took form 
with startlingrapidity. The Columbia was 
rapidly nearing the first halt of her trial, and 
she was bent on smashing records. The two 
long patent log lines, one over each quarter 
stretched hundreds of fathoms astern and 
hummed and tugged at their fastenings with 
the voice of a gale whistling through a ship’s 
rigging. Edward Cramp looked at the 
lengthening wake of the ship and then 
grinned at Commodore Walker. 

How does that strike you?“ he asked. 

The Commodore gathered his spinnaker 
whiskers into the folds of his monkey jacket, 
His eyes sparkled, but he never said a word. 

„She's going 28 1. 5 now, said Mr. Cramp 
ina matter-of-fact way, ‘‘and I guess we 

can get another knot out of her 11 you ain't 
satisfied.’ 

Well, I'm satisfied,’’ said Walker.

EVERY OUNCE OF STEAM ON, 

On, onshe dashed. Never ship was built 
that equaled the tremendous velocity which 
the Columbia had now attained. It was no 


easy task to stand on deck in the face of the 
gale which resulted from the onward sweep- 
ing of the mighty ship. The bells in the 
engine rooms jingled merrily as Capt. Sar- 
gent demanded that every ounce of steam be 
turned intothe great cylinders. The great 
cranks responded wifu a whigzand a whirr 
and an ease that put one in mind 
of the working of a IUght-runnin 

sewing-machine. Thus it was tha 

the Columbia tore down’ by the Vesuvius at 
the end of the first half of the course. The 
Columvia had covered the last 7% Knots 
at the rate of 25.31 Knots per hour, ora 
little better than s0 miles. The half of the 
course, 44 miles, was dune a: the rate of 
22.92 knots per hour. She took a long turn 
to seaward on her starboard helm before re- 
turning over the course. 

The time occupied is the turn is not counted 
in the trial but it must be made at full 
speed. Back she came to the Vesuvius, 
more eager than ever to be on her swift way. 
At 12:14:56 she crossed the line on her return 
and from there down to the Fortune she set 
a merry pace 

The wind was now dead ahead and blowing 
twelve knots an hour. The velocity it at- 
tained on the deck of the Columbia must 
have been inthe neighborhood of thirty-five 
knots, The water continually lea over 
the forward decks, and theerain which had 
been threatening began to rush on the men 
on deck. The ship was reeling off a 24.77 
gait, There was a commotion in 
the engine-room and every light went 
out. The boiler which drove the dynamo 
gave out and the result was darkness. When 
the light was restored the engines were set 
to work turningroff 1388 revolutions a minute, 
The speed rose to 2% knots almost tmme- 
diately and when the Keersarge’s crew got 
into tue rigging and cheered ner as sue sped 
by she Was ata steady 23 knot gait.

Washington Officials Surprised at the 
News From Honolulu 


OUR MINISTER MAY HAVE FEARED TO 
OBEY HIS INSTRUCTIONS. 


Contents of Secret Dispatches Received at 
the State Department Not Disclosed— 
They May Throwa New Light on the 
Situation—Text of Willis’ Address {to 


President Doleand the Latter’s Re-. 


sponse—A Night Call to Arms and 
What It May Have Portended. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18—The news that Min. 
ister Willis had not restored the Hawalian 
Queen uptothe date ofthe sailing cf the 
steamer Australia, which arrived at San 
Francisco to-day, created a tremendous sen- 
sation in Washington. Secretary Gresham 
received this afternoon a cipher message 
from Minister Willis which is supposed to 
contain important announcements as to the 
situation in the islands, but the Secretary re- 
fused to make its contents public to-night. It 
is surmised, however, that the dispatch 
contains a statement of the difficulties 
which have arisen since the Min- 
ister has begun to carry out dis 
instructions, and that further advices are 
needed by him before he can accomplish his 
mission. The suggestion which finds most 
credence here is that the Queen herself has 
refused to reascend her throne without a 
pledge that the United States will sustain her 
by force, if necessary. It is believed here 
that Lilloukalani fears she would be again 
deposed as soon as the support of the United 
States was withdrawn. What the Adminis- 
tration will now do is purely a matter of con- 
jecture, but news of the Britishand Japanese 
men-of-war now on their way to Honolulu 
will be awaited with the greatest interest. A 
tripartite alliance to make a naval demon- 
stration to awe the provisional) lea ders is re- 
garded as witnin the possibilities. The pros- 
pect that the whole matter will be referred 
to Congress is improving, and offers the most 
acceptable solution of the controversy yet 
suggested. 

HOW GRESHAM RECEIVED THE NEWS. 

Secretary Gresham was sitting quietly at

TIME TO PLAN. 


As it will be several days before the next 
steamer leaves for Honolulu the Administra- 
tion will have ample time to formulate a 

licy and draft new instructions to the 

Jnited States Minister to meet the situation 
asitnow exists, for no one here believes 
that the Minister’s present instructions will 
cover the case and would prove adequate to 
meet the stand taken by the Provisional 
leaders. 

Minister Thurston’s advices to President 
Dole will reach Hosolulu by Wednesday of 
next week, and unless the Queen has been 
restored before that date it is belle ved that 
President Dole and his colleagues will 
take a firm stand and will resist any attempt 
to overturn the government short of the ac- 
tual use of force by the United States, The 
time for bluffing will then have passed and 
the provisional leaders will compel the ma- 
rines to fire upon the islanders before they 
will surrender. Of course the provisional 
leaders do not expect to maintain their gov- 
ernment against any armed force, but Minis- 
ister Thurston is authority for the statement 
that if yam | received his advices in time noth- 
ing but bullets will compel them to give mp. 

The dispatches from Honolulu render it 
very evident that allthe people there, prob- 
ably including the Hawalian officials,were up 
to the time of the sailing of the Australia in 
entire ignorance of the programme outlined 
by this Government and of the decision 
reached by the President and his Secretary 
of State that Liliuokalani should be restored 
as monarch. Instead of receiving an intima- 
tion of Mr. Willis’ instructions, the Provis- 
ional Government appears to have been ied 
to believe that the present relations were to 
be in no way disturbed, Evidently that was 
the construction placed upon Mr. V illls’ 
address to Mr. Dole. Mr. Willis’ subsequent 
utterances do not appear to have been ofa 
character tochange this opinion, and the 
supporters of the present Government in- 
terpreting the boat demonstrations of the 
Philadelphia as hostile, as might have been 
the case if tue Hawalians had beea In posses- 
sion of the facts as given out at Wasdington. 
They seemto have adopted the conclusion 
that they were intended as an assurance of 
the determination of the United States to 
prevent internal disturbances and to be 
entirely happy over the prospect. 


SIGNIFICANT INCIDENTS. 

All this goes toconfirm the theory of those 
who belfeve that Mr. Willis discovered a 
state of affairs in Hawaii, which his instruc- 
tions did not anticipate. Those who enter- 
tain this opinion dwell upon the two inci- 
dents of the marshaling of the Hawalian 
forces and of the landing of the Philade}- 
phia’s boats, mentioned in the dispatches to- 
day. Were these boats lowered and manned 
with the intention of effectinga landing in 


the interest of the Queen? And was the un- 
derstanding given up when it was found that 
the Hawallau Government bad 400 men 
armed and prepartedtotakeany steps nec- 
essary to protect the Government of Presi- 
dent Dole? 

hes they say are pertinent questions in 
view of the present state of affairs. 

There is surprise manifested o nall sides in 
government circles at the intelligence that 
affairs remain unchanged at Honolulu. It is 
evidentthat different news was expected. 
This will throw forward the interest and 
suspense to a certain extent to the arrival 
of the next steamer from Honolulu. Ad- 
vertisements in the Honolulan newspapers 
are that the Alemeda wil! sail from Honolulu 
Nov. 16. She is dus on next Thursday. This 
will be the next news from Honolulu unless 
a specially chartered steamer snould arrive. 


HAWAAIIANS IN THE DARK. 

It must be remembered that unless Minister 
Willis has proclaimed his instructions in 
Honolulu the public there is in absolute 
ignorance even yet of the plan to restore the 
Queen. No whisper ofall tiie talk in this coun- 
try and no line of all the writing for the past 
twelve days has yet reachec the islands. The 


first steamer to leave after Secretary Gres- 
hams letter was published left Vancouver 
on Thursday. She cannot arrive until next 
Thursday. The Monowal left San Francisco 
yesterday. She is due in Honolulu next Fri- 
day. Unless Minister Willis tells them the 
Hawaiians wiil Know nothing cf the plan to 
restore the Queen before that time, 

secretary Herbert declined to discuss the 
present Hawallan situation, but said refer. 
ring tothe question in a general way: When 
the American people come to thoroughly un- 
derstana the position of this administration 
toward Hawall they will indorse it as entirely 
patriotic and just, and the administration 
lll inne end receive the commendations 
rather than the criticisms of the country at 
large. The people of the United states, may 
ve relied upon at ali times to be fair and to 
favor justice when they know all the facts in 
any given case.“ 

An effort was made to find Secretary La- 
mont for the purpose if possible of ascer- 
taining his views, but the announcement 
was made in his office that he had left for 
New York and would probably be absent un-

NO CHANGE MADE. 


Up to the llth Inst. Minister Willis Bad 
Made No Hostile Move. 


SAN FRaxcisco, Cal., Nov. 18.—Bringing 
advices from Hawaliup to the lith inst. 
the steamer Australia, from Honolulu, 
arrived in port here this morning. 
On the 7th inst. Minister Willis had 
presented his credentials in due 
form to the Provisional Government and had 
been received as the accredited representa- 
tive of the United States. He has not made 
public his instructions from the United 
States and had not indicated prior to the de- 
parture of the Australia on the llth inst. any 
intention on the part of the United States 
Government to insist upon the restoration of 
Queen Lililuokalan!. 

In presenting his credentials to President 
Dole Minister Willis said; 


„MR. PRESIDENT—Mr?.* Blount, the late En- 
voy Extraordinary of the United States to 
your Government, having resigned his office, 
while absent from his t, Ihave the honor 
to now present his letter of recall and to ex- 
press for him his sincere regret that he 
is unablein person tomake known his con- 
tinued good wishes in behalf of your people 
and his grateful appreciation of the inany 
courtesies both personal and  offictal 
of which, while here, he was the 
honored recipient. I desire at 
the same time to place in your 
hands aletter accrediting me as his suc- 
cessor. In doing this, lam directed by the 
President to give renewed assurance of friena- 
„ship, interest and hearty good-will which 
our Government entertains for you and tor 
the people of this island realm. 

‘*Invoking that spirit of peace, friendship 
and hospitality which has ever been the 
shield and sword of this country, I now, 
upon behalf of the United States of America, 
tender to your people the right hand of good 
will, which I trust may de as lasting as I 
know it to be sincere, expressing the: hope 
that every year will promote and perpetuate 
that good will to the honor, happiness and 
prosperity of both Governments. ’’ 


CLEVELAND’S LETTER TO DOLE.

WILLIS’ MOUTH SEALED. 

On the morning of the 10th Minister WIIIis 
sent the Government word thathe would 
officially present Admiral Irwin atthe Exec- 
utive Building at 1:30 o’clock to-day. 
conversation with a press representative 
Minister Willis said there was no political 
significance attached to the arrival of Admi- 
ral Irwin as far asneknew. When he left 
Washington nothing was known of the 
change and as a matter of fact the 
Admiral had arrived here under 
sealed orders in cypher. From what Capt. 
Barker of the Philadelphia had said to him 
shortly after the Admiral arrived by the 
China, he was inclined to believe that 
Admiral Skerritt had been recalled in a 
simflar manner. In speaking of his mission 
here Mr. Willis has upon alate occasion de- 
clared that his instructions would not be 
known until they were Officially handed to 


the Provisional Government. 
‘*] will say this much, continued the Min- 


ister. that there is absolutely no foundation 
for the various rumors afloat since my ar- 
rival as to what I am empowered to do or not 
todo. There are but two or three men, even 
in Washington, who know what my instruc- 
tions are. I must positively decline at pres- 
ent to state whether I carry an ultimatum 
or a new treaty or what.’ 

The Provisional Government claims to be 
as much in the dark as everybody else, 
though it has leaked out within the last few 
hours from a ve reliable source that the 
new Minister will negotiate a new treaty 
witb the Provisional Government, which will 
place the islands virtually under the protec- 
tion of the United States. It is understood 
that when completed this treaty will be at 
once submitted tothe United states Senate 
with President Cleveland’s message. In the 
meantime the United States will see that 
matters remain in statu quo here, both in- 
ternally and externally. 

A STRANGE PROCEDURE. 
Evidence of this determination on the part 
ofthe United States was seen during the 
night of Nov. 9, when for some reason un- 
known to the Provisional Government, boats 
of the Philadelphia were dropped into the 
water,and were supplied with loaded Gatling 
guns and small arms. Details of men were 
kept under orders all night, and the beats 
were not taken aboard until (a. m. of the 
10th inst. An interview with a prominent 
Provisional Government official failed to 
throw light on the circumstances. He said:

regime. 

The arrival of Theodore H. Davies created 
no stir. He has attempted to gain an au- 
dience by several anti-annexation ar- 


ticles. The editor Of the Holomua, the 
ex-Queen’s organ, has been held 
for libek committed against . ; 
Hobson, formerly a newspaper correspond- 
dent. It is understood the Government is 
taking steps to investigate the conduct of 
the Royalists retained in office against the 
protest of the Annexation Club. [It is thought 
that certain expressions of opinion conveyed 
to the Government through the squad meet- 
ings of the Citizens’ Reserve Guard have had 
some influence in starting the action. 

A rumor was started onthe 10th inst. that 
the ex-Queen had received a letter from 
Minister Willis assuring her that the period 
of her troubles were nearing an end and that 
she would soon find rest. No credence is 
given to the rumor. 

The financial department continues to 
make its favorable weekly showing, witha 
large cash balance and an improved condli- 
tion in the postal savings Dank. There isa 
steady demand for the government bonds at 
par. 

GRESHAM’S LETTER NOT RECEIVED. 

Passengers arriving on the Australia this 
morning say that prior to their leaving Hon- 
olulu Secretary Gresham’s letter had not 
been received nor heard of, and so far as 
known by the public, Hawalian affairs in the 
United States were stillin statuquo. Among 
the passengers on the Australia were the ex- 
United States Consul at Honolulu, H. W. 
Severance and wife and Mrs. Admiral Sker- 
rittand daughters. In an interview witha 
representative of the press immediately on 
the arrival of the steamer, ex-Consul Sever- 
ance said: 

No one at Honolulu has heard anything 
about the restoration of Queen Lilluokaian! 
being intended by President Cleveland. 
There was no talk of bloodshed or resistance. 
In fact, so far as I have deen able to learn, 
all the recent excitement over Honolulu 
affairs appears to have been stirred 
up in this country. The jprovisionai 
Government is not making special prepara- 
tions to protect itself by force against the 
return to power of the Queen, and has not 
received any large invoice of arms, so far as 
I know. Public sentiment on the islands 
toward the Queen and toward the Dole gov- 
ernment Is mach the same as it has deen.

THURSIOR’S INFORMATION. 


He Believes Willis Is Waiting for Further 
Instructions. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 18.—Minister 
Thurston received a dispatch from Consul- 
General Wilder at San Francisco soon after 
the arrival of the Australla. It was brief 
but pointed, anc conveyed information that 
satisfied the Hawalian Minister that up to 
the departure of the steamer Australia at 
least the provisional government was still in 
charge of affairs in the islands. The text of 
the dispatch was as follows: 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 18, 1893. 
L. oy 3 Hawaiian Legation, Washington, 


Willis has said or done nothing. Gresham letter 
not known. (Signed. ) CHARLES WILDER. 

It was expected that Minister Thurston 
would receive advices later in the day from 
the leaders of the Provisional Government 
forwarded by wire from san Francisco, but 
as time wore on and nothing came he con- 
cluded that his colleagues at Honolulu had 
nothing to come and had not sent him any 
dispatches. To the WORLD and Posr-Di1s- 
— correspondent to-night Mr. Thurston 
said: 

„Mr. Wilder’s telegram fs all I have re- 
ceived to-day, and I do not now expect that 
anything further will come, It is evident 
there has been no change in the situation at 
the islands since Nov. 7, or I would have 
been notified.’’ 

Minister Thurston argues that his Govern- 
ment in Honolulu know as much as anyone 
of what had happened since the China salled 
a week axo last Tuesday, and 
he therefore discredits oe theory that 
Minister WIIMs may have h a conference 
with President Dole before the salling of the 
Australia at which he disclosed the object of 
his mission. If any such conference has 
taken place President Dole would have been 
sure to have advised the Hawallan Minister 
and in default of such information Mr. 
Thurston is confident that Minister Willis is 
still waiting. 


HONOLULU PRESS COMMENT.

was at stake, and, as will be remembered, 


the Western crew made a 1iegular „cake 


walk of the race, winning easily by five or 
six lengths. The victory was a great 
achievement forthe Western Rowing Club, 
and some of the members have not got 
got through celebrating it yet. John 


Teemer, the club’s regular trainer, to whom 


more credit for the success of the crew 
was accorded than any other individual, 
is the ex-champion single sculler of Amer- 
ica. He was born at McKeesport, Pa., July 
8, 1864, and has been rowing since June, 1881. 
He has always been a professional, and aur- 
ing his long career before the public he has 
taken part in exactly 207 races, including 
single and double and four-oared crews. He 
has rowed forthe champlonship of America 
with Jacob Gaudaur, Edward Hanlan and 
the late William O'Connor, and bas defeated 
them all in addition to being outrowed him- 
self on different occasions. O’Connor won 
the championship from him and Teemer 
now believes he is as much champiod as any 
one. He stands willing to row Hanlan or 
Gaudaur for the“Stitle in the vicin- 
ity next summer. As a trainer 
Teemer has «few equals. He handled 
the Cornell College crew in 1887 with won- 

derful success. Since then the Cornell crew 
has never been defeated. This Is attributed 
to the fact thatthe crew has always been 
trained according to Teemer’s methods. 
John was engaged by the Western Club last 
January. Previous to coming to St. Louis 
he trained one of the St. Joseph (Mo.) 
aquatic organizations for three years. He 

was defeated by James Stansbury, the 

Australian single scull champion of the 
world, last spring, at one of the Texas re- 
gattas. Recently, however, he outrowed 
Charles Stephenson, another Australian, 
who came tothis country with the cham- 
pion, This race took place at Creve Ccur 
Lake and Teemer won as he pleased. 

Short sketches of the Champion Western 
Rowing Club barge crew follow: 

George Thomas, the stroke, was born in 
this city, is 24 years of age, and weighs 155 
pounds. His first attempt at rowing was 
made three years ago. He was never given 
an opportunity to enter a race until this 
year, and out of two races he has one to his 
credit. 

The second stroke, Fred Koenig; who is 23 
procs of Ae, and ‘welghs 170 pounds, was. 
tn’Onicago. He has had a very success- 
career as an oarsman, beginning in the 
early spring of 92. He has rowed in sig- 
gies, pairs, doubles, fours and barges 
races ail over America, and won fifteen out 6f 
nineteen starts. He is now recognized as o 
ofthe best senior champion amateur oars- 
men inthe West. 

William Lamp, Captain, was bornin this 
city, is 24 years of age, and weighs 158 pounds. 
He began rowing four years ago, entering as 
stroke ofa junior barge. In their first race 
this crew was successful. Lamp has been in 
various other races since, but falled to do 
anything until the big barge race. 

Ed Westhus, whe pulls No. 4 oar, 
weighs 170 pounds, and is 24 years or age. 
He commenced rowingin earnest the month 
of March, this year, while the ice was still 
floating in the river,and worked faithfully all 
summer. At the close of rowing season he 
had four victories, out offive starts, to his 
eredit, and is the champion junior amateur 
oarsman ofthe West. 

G. Hesemann, the second bow man,is 24 
years of age and also weighs 170 pounds. He 
has been rowing five years. AS an oarsman 
he has been very successful, which he’ proves 
by —— medals he has won in different 
race 

Win. Karsch, the bow man, is 23 years of 
age, and the lightest man of the crew, 
weighing only 148 pounds. He became 
a member of the club 1889. 
His first race wasin the summer ofthat year 
when he entered as bow man the crew which 
Mr. Lamp strokea. He had done very little 
rowing since until this year, when his first 
attempt, rowing a junior pair race at Lake 
Minnetonka, was successful, This placed 
the only two races he has entered in this 
year to his credit.

DESERTED BABIES. 


The Strange Find Made at the East 
Side Relay Depot. 


In the hurry and rush of travel at the Re- 
lay De pot in East St. Louis it is almost Im- 
possible for the ratlroad officials and the 
police officers stationed there for duty to 
keep track of each passenger who comes in 
and out of the walting room, and yet had the 
police been able to do so yesterday they 
would certainly have missed a novel experi- 
ence and one which served to bring out 
kindly feelings hidden under the blue coats 
and brass buttons. 

About 8 o’clock last night an unsteady 
ticking was heard by the depot newsboy. 
The boy called the attention of Detective 
Joseph Kinney ofthe East St. Louis force to 
the sound, and after a short search he lo- 
cated it as coming from a large black valise 
on a chair near the newstand. 

THOUGHT IT WAS A TABBY CAT. 

The valise had not before attracted any 
one’s attention. In fact noone remembered 
how long it had been there 
or dy whom it had been brought 
in. The newsboy rushed to open 
it, but as he did so memories of infernal ma- 


chines flitted through his mind and he 
22 back and let the detective run the 
risk. 

About this time there were other sounds 
beside the irregular tick heard coming from 
the valise which the crowd now 
concluded contained a restive tab- 
by cat. Detective Kinney found 
the valise unlocked and soon had it open. 
What he discovered inside it was not the 
dreaded infernal machine nor theclock to 
set it off, but two bright babies about three 
weeks’ oid and evidently twins. 


TWINS PACKED IN LIKE SARDINES. 

The babies were packed in like sardines 
and one of them was nearly smothered when 
found. 

In the valise were also found a change of 
clothing and a bottle of milk which had 
been standing so long that it had soured. 
The vallse and its contents were take over to 
the East St. Louis Police Station where Sergt. 
G. W. Boler, Detective Kinney and 
several officers took the babes out 
to give them an opportunity 


to stretch their limbs. One of the officers 
secured some fresh sweet milk, which was 
warmed and giventhe waifs. When they 
had been fed it was discovered that they 
were unusually Dright children. There was 
a boy with Hght hair and black eyes and a 
girl with Dlack hair and eyes to match, 
Both crowed and laughed for the police as 
though their mother had not deserted them. 
GIVEN A HOME AT THE HOSPITAL. 

The children were taken to St. Mary’s Hos- 
pital, on Missourt avenue, where the good 
sisters gave them every possible attention. 
The indignation of the police at parents who 
would leave such bright children was 
expressed in no measured. terms and a de- 
termined effort to locate them will be mads. 
Detective Kinney was working on the case up 
to a late hour last night, but as yet has 
found no clews of any tmportance, 

The clothing on the bables and in the 
valise was fine and clean, showing that 
the parents of the children were not without 
money and taste, but they are not marked. 

HAS A CRIME BEEN COMMITTED? 

All the circumstances in the case go to 
prove it one of deliberate desertion, the po- 
lice believe, though with exactly what the 
object cannot de fathomed. It is 
the opinion of the police, however, 
that it was done to hide a crimeor a moth- 
er’s shame. 

Great care was exercised by the woman in 
packing the babes in the vallse, They were 
put in so that they lay upon their backs when 
the valise was closed and standing upright, 
— cut in one corner to admit the 
air. 

DESERTION OF CHILDREN QUITE COMMON. 

About three weeks ago a child of about 
8 weeks ofage was left ina basketat the 
door of the residence of Rev. Fr. Koening 
of St. Henry’s Church, The parents 
could not be founda, and the child 
after being cared for at St. Mary's Hospital 
for a while was adopted by a family who 
will give itas liberal advantages as though 
it were their own.

The two circulars were so much 
by the same printing establishment, and as 
being malled in the same envelope, 
were believed by many receivers to have 
emanated from the same source. The 
second circular, however, was anony- 
mous. and was a bitter arraignment 
of the Fair Association. it was published ia 
full in last evening’s Post-DisPaATCH, and 
created a decided stir. 

THE DISTASTEFUL CIRCULAR. 

The circular introduced itself with the 
statement that to a vetter understanding 
of the necessity for calling the horse 
breeders of the State together, some 


paragraphs were submitted. In its retro- 
spect of the St. Louis Mechanical and Agri- 
cultural Association, the circular alleged 
that the organization was popular and suc- 
cessful until its stock fell into the hands of a 
few. It went on to say: 

A Jeckey Club was added to the association de- 
partmentsto fill its empty treasury, and farther 
suit the purpore of its real owners for revenues, to 
which horsemen brought their product in confidence 
ofan ancient custom. Its last two Presidents em- 
ploved an imported minion, well chosen for his 
tidelity to moneyed interests, with whom horsemen 
were compelled te meet beeause of his position as 
Superintendent. His foreign ideas, insolent man- 
ners, ignorant and arbitrary management was dic- 
tatea or sustained by the presidents, who noth- 
ing insympathy with ‘‘commoa horsemen.’’ How 
could they? Never having owned anythiag higher 
tban a street-car mule. 

The circular adds: Then came the 
gambler froma distance with an unsavory 
reputation to post the odds, and by the aid 
of other imported officials, the Missouri 
horseman’s horses were placed to suit his 
convenience for gain by clandestine and ne- 
farious methods. 

Mr. Rolla Wells, the late President of the 
Fair Grounds Association, declared that he 
dia not believe that the men 
who issued the call for the organization 
of the Horsebreeders’ Association were re- 
sponsible for the anonymous circular. 

L. M. Ramsey, a director of the Fair Asso- 
ciation, said thatthe attack was unworthy 
of notice and had not been prepared by the 
authors of the call,

For 
the first time in the history of Prussia tite 
oath of ce was administered to the 
recruits in a body in a most impregsive man- 
ner and in tue open air. Emperor William’s 
predecessors had thé recruits taken by regi- 
ments to garrison churches and there 
sworn in by the regimental chaplain. 
On Thurday last, however, after reading his 
speech to the Reichstag the Emperor from 
the frst attended the proceedings person- 
ally. Upon this oecasion, the Emperor ro- 
vieTed the whole 15,000 men in the Lusgarten 
beneatb the windows of the white hall of the 
castle, where the members of the Reichstag 
had just listened to the Kaiser’s speech. 

Perhaps there is no connection between 
the two events, but people remark that the 
Emperor’s pointed injunction to the recruits 
to the effect that it was their duty to protect 
him against hisenemies at home as well as 
abroad was very significant. 

COMING FIGHT IN THE REICHSTaG, 

The fight in the Reichstag begins on Mon- 
day. Ihecommercial treaties with Spain, 
Servia and Roumanla would of themselves 
hardly give occasion for the development of 
bitter feeling, but they move in that direc- 
tion. The new departure, commenced by 
the treaty with Austria and lowering the 
duty on grain, etc., is simply a link in 
the chain embracing the present 
negotiations with Russia. The Agrarian 
party noted with dismay that 
the speech from the throne holds 
out the hope of a satisfactory treaty with 


Russia, and the Agrarian League has grown 
with such giant strides, even largely influ- 
encing the moderate parties, like the Free 
Conservatives and National Liberals, that its 
opposition becomes formidable to the Gov- 
ernment, especially Chancellor Von 
Caprivi can no longer count 
on the support of the United Radical group. 
The Conservatives will make the best of the 
first chance they find to place difficulties in 
the way of the Chancellor. A pronouncia- 
mento, published in all the leading Conserv- 
ative papers is the war 13 It is given out 
that everything must be done to impede the 
action of the Government in oy. possible 
direction. 


RESULT OF THE HANOVER SCANDALS. 
The revelations concerning aristocratic 
habits arising from the Hanover gambling 
scandals come, however, as a rude shock to 
the Agrarian campaign. The Socialists and 
Liberals will arraign their private life and 
the dissipation of their sons and the squan- 


dering of immense fortunes as proof that the 
pretended losses due to agricultural de- 
pression are mere ‘**bunkum,’’ Among 
the preventive measures sus 
gested against a recurrence of such scandals 
is the abolition ofthe Military Ridge Schoo! 
at Hanover, in order to prevent a large 
gathering of officers in that city and the 
transfer of the training service, in riding to 
the separate brigades. 


THE MORGAN GANG. 


Exciting Pursuit of the Bandits 
Around High Mountain. 


BoonTon, N. J., Nov. 18.—There have been 
no others of the Morgan gang captured. The 
man hunt took a rest to-day. The hunters 
stayed at home and slept the greater part of 
the day. Many of them spent thirty-six 
hours on the road looking for the others of 
the gang. 7 

**Squirrel’’ Morgan slept in the dark cell of 
the lockup and was told from time to time 
that none of his followers had been taken. 
This morning he was taken to the county 
jail at Morristown. 

Late last night Nicholas J. Dawson and 
**Crooky’’ Peer returned to Boonton after a 
most exciting day. They were successful in 
chasing members of the gang, and if 
**Crooky’’ had had left any of the sprinting 
power which he displayed in the morning 
twoof the Morgan lieutenants would have 
been captured. After the attack made on the 
High Mountain lair, the members of the 
gang separated. They started in different 
directions in couples. Those whom Boonton 
people are most anxious to catch are 
**Dutchy’’ Murlattand ‘‘Zekey’’ Ferraud. 
If these can be sent to join Morgan, the res- 
dents say that the gang will never come into 
history again. These menare popular with 
many of the poor people, especially 
the backwoodsmen. All the bands of 
vigilants discovered this when they 
asked for information, Murlatt and 


Ferreud, however, did not take special pains 
to conceal themselves. They did not seem 
to fear pursuit. After they left the moun. 
tain hut these two followed the mine range 
back to Boonton and appeared in Danville 
yesterday morning. They must have walked 
nine or ten miles through the rough ceuntry, 
almost impassible to other people. The 
posse stitl hopes to catch other members of 
the gang.

Hon. John J. Ingalls’ Lecture at Exposi- 
tion Music Hall. 


Hon. John J. Ingalls of Kansas lectured on 
The Objects and Purposes of Our System of 
Popular Government, to a swell audience 
in Exposition Music Hall last night under the 
auspices and for the benefit of the Woman’s 
Exchange. The eloquent speaker was intro- 
duced by Mr. Charles Parsons, President of 
the State Bank of St. Louis, who closed his 
introductory remarks by requesting those 
present to move down to the seats near the

AN-TRFORMAL LECTURE. 


Mr. Ingalls’ lecture was in realty of the na- 
ture of an informal talk. He began by stat - 
ing thet the American system of popular gov- 
ernment was plain and simple, not mysteri- 
ous nor occult. It was a government of law, 
not of men, established for the diffusion of 
civil rights, and especially for securing to 
every man, biack or white, the right to vote 
once and have that vote honestly counted. 
It was established with the delle 
that every laborer should receive a 
reasonable wage, that education should 
de as widely diffused as was the 
desire to learn, and that ithe opportunities 
for happiness should de commensurate 
with the desire for happiness. It had not 
been established to make all men equal, 
because God Almighty himself had been an- 
able to accomplish that, but to make all men 
equal before just and equal laws, to give 
every Man an equal chance in the race of 
life, . :

FORTY MILES OUT AT SEA. 

**Oome now, you young fellows, you must 
have got rid ot your jae by this time, for 
you’ve been asleep nigh onto twelve hours. 

Well, that’s a fanny ques- 
tion to ask, seeing that you both walked 
right on board early this morning, just as we 
were about to cast off the hawser. I should 
say that by this time you are at sea, forty 
miles away trom the Golden Gate.

SENT DOWN TO THE SCULLERY. 

It appears that the captain of the Stevens 
did send for Ernest shortly after this sibylline 
interview with the New Zealander, and that 
he was suspicious at first of Ernest’s protes- 
tations of literary ignorance; he at last 
angrily took him by the shoulders and 


pushed him down-stairs to the cook’s gal- 
ley, ordering him to stay there, because he 
was such an ignoramus that he might learn 
to wash dishes, but would never make a 
sailor worth a row of beans. The change 
from deck work to the cook-house suited 
Ernest first-fate. Previously he had lived in 
constant teiyor of being poisoned and dying

Whether or not he 
caught herI have never heard, although I 
watched the papers for the news. 
HOME AGAIN. 

On the day I landed on American soil 
again, Dec. 28 of last year, my cOmpul- 
sory tripto South America had lasted just 
three months and eighteen days, during 
which time my folks had heard nothing of me 
and I had dropped out of sight as completely 
as if I bad been swallowed up by the earth. 
A telegram to my home soon brought me 
funds, and I reached St. Louis on the morn- 
ing of last Christmas Day. It wasa terrible 
experience, and added I don’t know how 
many years to my life. As an Irishman 
might say, Inever went to bed during that 
three months anda half without expecting 
to wake up dead. 


RAITHEL SAYS IT’S TRUE, 

Raithel was seen yesterday in the compos- 
ing-room ofthe Anzeiger, and said that the 
story was a true statement of facts. Heisa 
tall, lithe, muscular looking fellow, laying 
claim to 40 years, but hardly showing 80 on 
his bronzed features. He would not discuss 
the story. He claimed to be unwilling to 
have it published, giving as his reason that 


it would make matters very unpleasant for 
him to have his family and relatives 
acquainted with his doings in ’Frisco. When 
pressed for corroborating dates and circum- 
stances, he was either unable or unwilling to 
give them. Gall it a fake, If you like, he 
said, I don’t want it published. * 

He says that he has watched the papers 
ever since his home coming, but has heard 
no tidings of the bark Stevens or her pur - 
suer.

Panics Have Served to Develop Mis- 
souri’s ö 


STATE TREASURER STEPHESS no- 


PHESIES GREAT THINGS, 


In a Very Few Years We Shall Be Sip- 
Ppiying Money to the Union—Even 
Now We Borrow Little and That 
Little During Crop-Moving Periods. : 


State Treasurer Lon V. Stephetie was at 
Faust’s last evening in company with a party 


giving his opfion regarding the past, pres- 
ent and future condition of Missouri’s banks. 

In addition to being Treasurer of the State, 
Mr. Stephens is President of the Central Na- 
tional Bank of Boonville, and has for years 
past been compiling statistics regarding the 
condition of Missouri finances. 

The panics of the century seem to have 
marked epochs of growth in the history of 
banking in Missouri,“ said Mr. Stephens. 
»The panic of 1817 was followed by the open- 
ing of the first bank Known in the state. The 
panic of 1887 marked the opening of the first 
bank chartered asa State institution under 
the laws of the commonwealth. The panic 
of 1857 noted the change from the old State 
banking system toward a system of free 
banking and the prudent and conservative 
methods in bank management resulting in 
the rapid growth of the banking idea among 


the people. 
The panic of 1878 came upon the State 


like a thief in the night, anda great number 
of her banks were compelled to temporarily 
suspend business. The loss to depositors 
was small, for nearly all ofthe banking in- 
stitutions were re-opened, many of them 
being reorganized with additional capital. 
»The lesson of [this ‘memorable, year was 
not lost upon the people,for it is from that 
time that the real prosperity ofthe banking 
system of Missouri may be said 
to date. The country recovered slowly 


from the'condltions of she depression and 
mistrust which the panic ushered in, and it 
was not until 1878 that a healthy growth of 
the banks again set in. 

Even these years cast a shadow upon our 
financial history for they brought to St. 
Louis, the metropolis oft he State, a reckon- 
ing’ “which gheok 450 comsetvative olf 
French city to her very foundation. 

„Banks had multiplied here very rapaidly. 
They were largely saving banks which at- 
tacted business by the payment of a high 
rate of interest on deposits. The failure of 
one of the banks caused a run upon the 
others, A riod of liquidation followed, 
he by the failure of the National 

nk ofthe State of Missouri with a capital 
stock of $2,500,000 and deposits amounting to 


88. 000, 000. 

This bank had succeeded to the busi- 
ness of the bank of the State. The State had 
In 1866 sold its hol@ing or stock to James B. 
Eads and associates, Who ha@ reorganized it 
asa National bank. Its largécapitai had en- 
dowed it with peculiar solvéncy to the eyes 
r 88 0 ‘a

Eads, with the — Britton. Bates 
and Curtis owed the bank about $1, 000, 000. 
Many of the remaining assets were worth- 
less, or of a speculative character. De 
itors were finaily paid in full after the stock- 
holders had been assessed 25 per cent. The 
affairs of the bank were so complicated that 
they remained in the courts M one form or 
another for sixteen years. It was the most 
disastrous fallure that ever occurred in Mis- 
sourl. A number of failures followed, prin- 
cipally among the savings banks. 

Ine effect of these fallures upon the city 
was to reduce the loans of its banks within 
sixteen months from 542, 000, 000 to less than 

29,000,000 and the number of banks from 
sixty-six to thirty-two. Deposits decreased 
from $38,500,000 to $27,090,000, while the cash 
reserve had been maintained at nearly the 
amount held atthe beginning of the crisis, 
or $10,000,000. 

The tidal wave of depression did not effect 
the country banks, but spread to Kansas 
City, where the failure ofthe First National 
Bank in January, 1878, was followed by the 
failure ofthe Martin ‘Bank, bringing wide- 
spread ruin. Several minor failures fol- 
lowed, and the years of 1877-78 were to St. 
Louis and Kansas City what the panic of 1873 


was to the & 

There are ow 682 banking ins titu- 
tions in 1 Ot this number 460 are 
stock banks organized under the State 
law, eighty are national banksand ninety- 
two are private banks. Thetotal assets of 


these banks now amountto more than §212,- 


000, 000. 

‘‘ The gradual reduction in the rate of in- 
terest charged bythe banks indicates that 
Missouri is rapidly acquiring sufficient capi- 
tal to develop and more to market her own 
resources. The time is not far distant when 
the State will no longer be a borrower 
from the East, even for the purpose of mov- 
ing crops to market. The country banks 
while holding over $80,000,000 of ioans — 
discounts, have but $2,000, 000 of bilis payable 
and bills rediscounted.

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THE FAIR HIS IDEA. 


Stock Broker Young Claims to Have Eug- 
geated the Exposition. 


Written for the SUNDAY Post- DISPATCH. 


Now that the Fair Is over, 
Now that the Midway’s gone,’’ 


another mooted question seems likely to be 
addedjto the already large and varied col- 
lection of interrogations the world has tried 
in vain to answer—from the identity of 
Homer’s birthplace to the more modern 
query asto who smote William Patterson? 
This question is: Who discovered the Fair? 
To probably nine persons in ten this question 
is without particular interest. Few people 
will admit that any one man’s Drains or in- 
genulity conceived this most wonderful of 
exhibitions. Buta New Yorker, a member 
of the Stock Exchange, Mr. William Euclid 
Young, announces his claim to immortal 
glory as the man who suggested the idea of 
the Fair, and he has spent some money in 
printer’s ink to prove it. 

At the time of the Cehtennial, in 1876, Mr, 
Young asserts that he conceived the idea ofa 
World’s Exposition in commemoration of the 
discovery of America. Butit was not until 
1885 that he began active work on the projectf 
He then organized a committee called the 
Committee of the Christopher Columbus 
Exposition of 1892, of which he was Secre- 
tary. Lawyer A. S. Sullivan, who has been 
dead for several years, was Chairman and 
Col, F. H. Hain, now Superintendent of the 
Manhattan Elevated Rallway Co., was one o 
the most active workers. 

In April, 1886, Mr. Young printed and dis- 


tributéd several thousand pamphiets en- 
titled How to Celebrate the Four Hun- 
dredth Anniversary of the Discovery of 
America.’ 

The subject matter ox addressed To the 
Editors of the Press of the United States. 
The following extracts from this first publi- 
cation show its nature:

It has probably been noticed by the major- 
ity of people who buy evening papers on the 
street that there is a war among the several 
twilight publications which is increasing in 
bitterness every day. The ‘‘three-for-a- 
nickel’’ plan has aroused the Posr-Disraron 
to an effort to save its eustomers from hav- 
ing the rival evening papers thrust upon 
them, and to protect itseif from being com- 
pelled to carry other papers. It has accord- 
ingly lowered the price to street buyers from 
ö to 2 cents a copy. Thisis a very commenda- 
able movement in more senses than one, as 5 


} cents is too much for any evening paper 


nowadays, and it is high time for St. 
Louis people to use the convenient 
coin which represents the lowest de 
nomination of fractional eurrency. Some 
St. Loulsans may boast that St. Loulsisa 
„nickel town, butitis not at all to the 
credit of the city that it should be. The fact 
is we ought to have the penny put into gen- 
eral circulation here. Poor people would 
benefit by it; itis highly useful in the pur- 
chase of small articles, and there is no good 
reason why anyone should have to pay 5 
cents for a penny’s worth. A penny is of 
just as much value to the purchaser as to the 
seller, and the ‘‘two-for-five,’’ or ‘‘three- 
for-five’’ method of selling things should be 
stopped. Small dealers discourage the use 
of the 1 centcoin because they clear the 
difference, in nine cases out of ten, in selling 
a penny article between a cent and 8 cents. 
The ‘‘nickel plan’’ of buying isa relic of 
Western generosity and récklessness which 
illy comports with the times, with our ap- 
proximation to Eastern methods, and with 
the careful, frugal manner of purchasiag 
which is characteristic of thirty communi- 
ties.

How Hagenbeok Hendles His Wild 
Animals.

The Bulletino del Naturalista publishes some 
interesting accounts about the savage beast 
trade, which has its principal seat in Ham- 
burg, and is almost entirely monopolized by 
Karl Hagenbeck, the famous animal tamer. 
Hagenbeck is the son of a fisherman, and be- 
gan his career by making protracted voy- 
ages to all parts of the globe. Soon after he 


became an animal tamer and established the 
Thierpark at Hamburg, whither all goologi- 
cal gardens and menaxerie proprietors go to 
buy their stock of wild animals. 

Hagenbeck selis every yer from 700 to 800 
lions, as many tigers, 300 to 400 elephants ana 
alargenumber of alligators and serpents. 
Elephants command therichest prices, es- 
pecially those whose tusks are well devel- 

oped. The Jumboofthe London Zoological 
Garden cost $20,000. A female hippopotamus, 
6 years old, sells for $4,625. A rhinoc eros 
costs usually from $2,000 to $8,000. Lions, ac- 
cording totheir age ‘and beauty, are worth 
from $200 to $2,000. Thosé raised in Europe 
are nearly as high- priced as thos® captured 
inthe savage state. Owing undoubtedly to 
the peevishness of civilization they are more 
treacherous, and tamers do not like to 
handle them. The finest tigers can be — 
for $1,000, a black panther Drings 0, 
leopard $160 a white bear $300, anda black 

bear $60. Two pythons, One of which was 
twenty-two feet long, were recently sold for 
$500, while the same kind of snakes half as 
long can be had for $60, the price of snakes 
varying with their longitude.

This current of air is 
Girected through the flame and almost com- 
plete combustion ig the result. 

Anyone. desiring to investigate the device 
may do so by visiting the engine-room of the 
POsT-DISPATCH, where it has been in suc- 
cessful operation for some time. 

SAYS IT BEATS THEM ALL. 

Engineer George B. Gregg of J. Kennard & 
Sons is among those who have used the 
device successfully. When asked what he 
thought of it he said: 

It's the best and cheapest smoke con- 
sumer I know of. I spent $1,500 twenty 
years ago trying to Darn smoke and have 
seen a good many smoke consumers. I 
bought an interest in an English invention 
and used it in the old Southern Hotel, the 
Anchor Milis and in the river boats Rob 
Roy, Lucy Betram, wa Branch and 
Thompson Dean. a smoke 
consumer on the steamer n Johnson 
when she carried President Johnson down 
the river. So you see l ought to know some- 
thing about smoke consumers. Well, this 
scheme beats them all in my estimation.’* 

Ho much did it cost you to put the con- 
sumer in your furnace?” 

„Less than 513. 

Does it injure the boiler or smokestacks?’’ 

„Not in the least. All that talk is non- 
sense. 

Do you burn any more coal now?“ 

**Yes, we do. We have to crowd our bolilers 
and I used to burn 1,600 Dushels of coal per 
month. I have never weighed our fuel, but I 
might make a rough guess and say that we 
burn one-sixteenth more than we did before.

ing. They charge for constructing and 
tinginthe device from $15 to $20, accor 
to the amouat of work involved.

The Sub- Treasury Wealth Was in Peril 
for Two Weeks. ;

WORK OF ENLARGING THE var re 
: ‘WAS IN PROGRESS. 


Three Armed Guards Watched Over the 
Treasure Every Night, One Being Tu- 
side the Office, One in the Corridor and 
the Third in the Street—Everything Is 
Seoure Now. : 

The people of St. Louis will be surprised to 
learn that for at least two weeks the $20,000, - 
000 stored in the vaults of the Sub-Treasury 
in the Federal Buliding have been in sucha 
state of insecurity that extra guards have 
deen employed to protect the money. A few 
jimmies and a couple of charges of dynamite 
manipulatdd by 4 band of outlaws would 
have put the $20,000,000 as completely at their 
mercy as if it were in the unlocked safe of a 
held-up train. Doubtless daring and 
desperate men have passed and repassed the 
Oustom-house, and, had they known how 
the wealth in the Sub-treasary was ex- 
posed, they might have made an attempt 
upon it, even at the peril of their 
not much-prized lives. But they were 
ignorant of the situation, and last night at 5 
bricklayers walled up a certain door and dew 
stroyed forever the outlaws’ opportunity. 
The vault of the Sub- Treasury has two tiers. 
The lower one is thirty feet long and fifteen 
feet wide, while the upper one 
16 forty-five feet long and fifteen 
feet wide. Each is eight feet high. 


The Treasury Department decided to enlarge 
the lower tier by adding to it a book vault in 
the rear and to thenorthofit. This book 
vault was divided from the money vault by 
a wall two feet thick, lined with two inches 
of steel plates. A doorway was broken in 
this wall and, since the book vault had a plain 
door leading into it from a large room, 
opening upon the street, the easiness with 
the ga $20,000,000 could be reached is ap- 
parent. 


HOW THE MONEY COULD BE REACHED, 

All that was necessary was to gain admis- 
sion to the room into which the book vault 
opened; once there a daring burglar could 
pass by way ofthe book vault through the 


gaping hole in the rear wall of the treasure 
store. Much of the silver and all 
of the old was dn three cages, 
the bars of which would have to be cut be- 
fore the money could be reached, but with 
$20,000,000 us an incentive the task would be 
play. Moreover several hundred sacks of 
silver, each containing $1,000, lay in heaps 
outside the cage. Theroom into which the 
book vault opened adjoins the room of the 
Sub-Treasury proper, which is on the second 
floor in the southwest corner of the build- 
ing. Both rooms have windows opening 
on Ninth street and the Sub-Treasury office 
has two plain wooden doors opening from 
the main corridor of the building. Obvious- 
ly, these doors would be the most vulnerable 
oints of attack, because the corridors are 
ark and gloomy. Besides, the Sub-treasur 
officials took care to close eac 
evening the inch-thick sliding iron 
fire shutters of the street windows. 
All the windows of the Oustom-house are 
— 2 with these shutters, not only to 
eep out fire, but to resist attack. It isa 
rare thing, however, for them to be shut. 
But the robbers who meditated an assault 
upon the exposed vault would haveto work 
quickly and in overwhelming numbers, 


GUARDING THE TREASURE. 
Outside the doors of the Sub-treasury 
well - armed determined Oerberus 
walked up and down the tiled 


corridor. At frequent inter vals 
he signaled the permanent guard, inside the 
Sub- Treasury Office, to learnif all was well. 
Meanwhile a third guard, armed to the 
teeth, patrolled that part of the east side of 
Ninth street, andthe north side of Olive 
street,upon which the Sub-Treasury windows 
faced. During the day two watchmen 
were in the vaults all the time, while the en- 
tire force of clerks, always armed, were con- 
stantly on the alert. These precautions, 
together with the secrecy with which the 
work of enlargement was pushed. prevented 
an attack. The door of the former book 
vault, entering into the large room, was se- 
curely sealed last night with the brick and 
cement and the danger point was passed. 
Indeed, for some days, the north wall of the 
old book vauit has been covered with steel 
plates, but they might be shattered with 
dynamite, so that the officials were not at 
ease until the plates across the doorway were 
backed with a wall. The plain, plastered 
walls of the former book vault, 
as well as the floor, have been cov 
ered with an impenetrable steel lining. 
It consists of five plates; the first is one-half 
inch thick, the four others are three-eighths 
of aa inch thick, so that the whole is two 
inches thick. he recently made passage 
way from the old vault to the new one is 
similarly faced. Each plate isscrewed tothe 
one beneath it, but notwo screw heads and 
no joints meet. The plates are so closely 
fitted that they could not be removed from 
their Tes unless by tremendous force. 


As a nal guarantee of the impregnable 
character of the lining, each of the five lay- 
ers of steel is tempered differently from all 
the others so that the concussion of a gigan- 
tic explosion would not affect any two layers 
of steelinthe same way.

WORK OF THE CHARITABLE SOCIETIES 
PREPARING FOR THE WINTER. 


Written for the SUNDAY PO8ST-DISPATCH. 

The foretaste of winter, served up to the 
public during the past week, has reminded 
the citizens who incline tocharity of their 
duty tothe horde of helpless and destitute 
people, huddled within the city’s gates. The 
poor ere one of the permanent institutions 
and immovable fixtures of society, but their 
prominence inthe economic fabric will be 
greatly increased this coming winter, 
by their numbersand their added wants. 
This is the reason why the good in spirit are 
thoughtful, these days, of the means 
to relieve the expected distress. The 
several large charitable organizations, 
the channels of systematic benevolence, 
are bestirring themselves in consequence of 
the prevalent fear of what the winter has in 
store, and they are doing all in their power 
to equip themselves for the task before 
them.

Everyones is aware 
that the number of willing workmen, 
who have been idle for months, is 
unprecedented, It is these who will feel 
the cruel pinch of poverty for the first time 
this winter. People who have heretofore 
kept the wolf from the doorfin winter, be- 
cause they were torifty in summer. will be in 
want this year because the bread-earners 
have been out of employment. It is the 
collapse of this class of society which 
has set the benevolent societies to 


work with unusual energy. They feel that 
the industrious men and women who fare in 
need, through no fault of their own, have 
special claim upon the charity of the public; 
at the same time they are nonplussed 
by the problem as to how 
to provide for them. They are thus 
spurred on to redoubled efforts and to new 
methods. 

A second element which complicates the 
question of relief is the army of destitute 
strangersinthecity. Because the business 
distress is universal, the people in small 
towns have felt it, and the needy have made 
their way to the large cities, where they 
think that a living awaits them, 
But the other day adecrepid old man,with 
dedraggled beard, unkempt clothes, anda 
shifting, humble glance ofthe eye, shuffled 
into the office of the Provident Association, 
He wanted board and shelter. He 
owned that he wasastranger. He had come 
from Iowato meet a relative. He searched 
in -vain for him, and he had either to get 
back to Iowa or famish in St. Louls. He was 
a sample of a large class. 

Finally the chronic improvidents who are 
a permanent case are as numerous as ever 
this year. With the industrial and tramp 
destitute classes they make up a host of 
poorly fed, scantily clothed ano sparsely 
sheltered public wards. 

A reporter of the SunDAY PosT-DISPATCH 
visited the executives of the leading charity- 
dispensing organizations, to learn if they 
had enlarged and improved upon their usual 
plans forthe relief of the poor this winter. 
All of the societies ate conscious of the call 
which will be made upon them, and they are 
meditating new schemes for extra exertions, 
but they have not gut out of their ordinary 
channels as yet, becauSe they hold their en- 
terprises subject to the response of their 
patrons, the benificent public. All of the 
societies are confident that the people will 
appreciate the seriousness of the situation 
and will come to their ald with donations of 
unusually generou proportions, At the 
same time the organizations are not un- 
aware that the giving clement of the com- 
munity has felt the pinch and may econo- 
mize by a curtailment of their beneficences, 

The old proverb of the cloud with the sil- 
ver lining is applicable in these conditions. 
The best grades of flour are selling at whole- 
sale for $2.65 a barrel and $2.35 in bulk, 
lower rates than were to be had 
for years. Hence the staf of life 
or rather the wherewith to make it, may be 
supplied to the poor, at less than 1% cents a 
pound. Fuel and clothes, however, will be 
as expensive as ever.

THE PROVIDENT ASSOCIATION. 


A Stock of Provisions Held Against a 
Need for Food. 


The St. Louis Provident Association, which 
isthe most comprehensive Organization of 
the kind in the city, obliterating religious 
and color lines in its dispensa- 
tions of charity, has already laid 
in a stock or $2,000 worth of 


fuel and prov isions, a preparatory measure 
for the perilous months ahead. At the an- 
nual meeting of the society, held about two 
weeks since, the problem of ziving work to 
women as well as to men Was considered, 
and the Executive Board was instructed to 
devise means to accomplish this end. if pos- 
sible.

ST VINCENT DE PAUL. 


With Much to Do and Limited Means It 
May Call on Auxiliaries. 


The St. Vincent de Paul Society, the Roman 
Catholic benevolent organization, took cog- 
nizance of the winter’s dangers at the Octo- 
ber meeting of the Upper Council held on the 
last Wednesday ofthe month. Messrs. Louis 
Fsuz, Patrick Mulcahy, James Quirk, P. P. 
Connor and Judge Daniel Dillon were ap- 
pointed a committee to devise means for 


more extensive relief of distress. This 
committee set about its task this 
past week by beginning a series of visi- 
tations to the branches or conferences. The 
St. Vincent de Paul Society is culiarly 
local in its methods. In most of the Roman 
Catholic parishes there is a conference of the 
society which meets weekly and attends to 
the wants of the poor within the district. 
Each conference is a sovereign , having 
its own officers and treasury. The presi- 
dents of the conferences make up the Upper 
Council, which assembles once a month 
and assists the local organizations which 
may be in want. The treasuries ofthe con- 
ferences draw their sustenance from the vol- 
untary contributions of the members, while 
the general treasury of the Upper Council is 
beholden to donations and legacies for its 
wealth. Hence it was for the Commit- 
tee of the Upper Council to go among 
the conferences and consult with 
them as to projects for increased work, 
because the conferences are the real chan- 
nels of the soclety’s beneficence. The com- 
mittee has not arrived at definite plans to 
enlarge the field of activity, but it has 
several schemes in mind. The most favor- 
ably considered is the suggestion to establish 
depots in several of the poorer parishes, 
where the conferences have to spend more 
money than the members are able to con- 
tribute. The society has not 
had depots heretofore, Contracts are made 
with coal companies to supply coal in quan- 
tities of ive and twenty-five bushels, at the 
order of conference officers, and provisions 
are given to the destitute by grocers and 
others who have a business arrangement 
with the society. But the committee tears 
that these ordinary methods of relief 
may not stand the strain, and 
hence it has considered the establishment of 
depots. A series of conference lectures and 
entertainments rere thoughgof as means to 
enhance the treasuries, but the idea was 
givenover. The general treasury contains 
about $1,500 at the present time, and the bal - 
ance sheets of the conference treasuries 
show surpluses ranging from $10 to $300. In

the breach. In the winter of 1881-82, when 
the means of the St. Vincent de Paul Society 
were severely tested, a call for help was 18 
sued anda number of wealthy gentlemen re- 
sponded liberally. They formed an auxil- 
iary society and came to the aid of the 
main society whenevér they were called 
upon. This auxiliary body is unorganized, 
but its members stand ready to loosen their 
purse-strings on occasion. If the distress of 
the coming winter be as widespread as is ex- 
pected, and if the society has not the re- 
sources to meet the emergency, the auxiliary 
will be called upon.

HEBREW RELIEF ASSOOIATION. 


Reduced Subscripti and Increased 
Calls Make Helb Necessary. 

The United Hebrew Relief Association is 
endeavoring to prepare for the calls which 
will be made during the winter. The influx of 
Russian immigrants has drawn heavily upon 
the fund within the past few months, so that 
even if the situation was not unusual special 
endeavors to refill the treasury would be 
imperative. Hence the officers are doing 


all in their power to provide means 
sufficient to meet the emergency. 
In order to raise money the 
association has secured the assistance of 
Charies Frohman’s New York company, 
which will present Oscar Wilde’s play, 
Lady Windemere’s Fan,“ at the Olympic 
Theaterduring the week beginning Dec. 4. 
The Executive Committee of the association 
are Rev. I. Epstein, President; M. S. Wilder, 
Vice-President; Albart Arnstein, Secretary; 
Wm. Stix, Treasurer; Marcus Bernheimer, 
Benj. Althemiler, Moses Fraley, Jacob 
Furth, William Goldstein, Jacob Meyer, 
Adolph Baer, ‘Morris Glaser and Rev:

“DUE PROCESS.” 


WHAT ONE HAS TO GO THROUGH WHEN 
ONE ENTERS SUIT. 


Written for the SUNDAY PosT-DISPATOH. 

Between Thursday morning and yesterday 
atSo’clock inthe afternoon some 800 suits 
were filed in the Circuit OClerk’s office. With 
but a few exceptions each oneof these was 
accompanied by a $8filing fee. So that to 
begin with $900 have been expended before 
the legislation is fairly started. The few 
which did not pay $3 were those who 
received permission to sue as poor persons. 

As each suit was handed init was put un- 
der the electric time stamp which marked 


the day, hour and month, and then it was 


entered on the first docket. If there were 
duplicate petitions the copy was immediate- 
ly numbered and sent down to the Sheriff, 
and there put in the hands of a deputy, 
whose duty it was to serve a copy 
upon the defendant. When the paper 
had deen served it was so noted 
on the back and the additional service fee 
also set down. In fact the service fee has 
never in the memory of the Court-house om 
Clals been overlooked by the Sheriff’s office. 

The petition, with the Sheriff’s return, goes 
back to the main office of the Oircuit Clerk 
and is put in its proper place, in the order in 
which it was filed. When they areall in, 
then new numbers are put on, beginning 
with the last number of the previous term. 
That number is now up inthe neighborhood 
of 92,000, the series having been commenced 
back in 1867. When the suitsareall properly 
numbered, the first five numbers are taken 
and put in a hat or box and then one is 
drawn out. The first number drawn goes 
to Court Room No. 1, where Judge Klein pre- 
sides. The second to Court Room No. 2. 
where Judge Fisher is onthe bench. The 
next to No. 8, Judge Withrow’s court. The 
fourth to No. 4, where Judge Dillon dispenses 
law and justice, and the last to Room No. 
5, where Judge Valliant is supreme. 
as the cases are drawn they are distributed 
to the clerks of the five court rooms, John 
Zepp taking those for No. 1, James Gray for 
No. 2, Charles McEntire for No. 8, Robert 
Brent for No. 4, and Gus Priest for No. 5. 
They have a very busy time of it for about 
week. The cases must all be set down o 
two dockets, one for the attorneys and one 
for the judge. Then a complete in- 
dex must be made of the cases 80 
that by a moment’s glance an attorney 
can find the number of his case and get it 
from the clerk, who has in the meantime 
filed them allaway in pigeon holes in regu- 
lar consecutive order. The cases are put on 
the docket in. the order in which they are 
filed and continue so until they are either 
continued or passed down, or in some other 
way thrown out of the regular order. 

The suits being all properly filed and 
docketed, the defense takes a hand and un- 
less the plaintif is pretty substantial 
financially motions for security for costs 
begin to pile in in large numbers. Then 
come the answers and the demurrers and 
the exceptions and cross bills until in some 
cases a very modest petition starts in with 
ve little bulk, but like the snow-ball 
gathers growth as it proceeds until eventu.- 
ally it has to be put off in a separate place 
because the pigeon-hole is not nearly 
big enough to hola it. 
As the documents in the case 
grow in bulk so grows the Dill of costs, and 
in some instances several hundred dol- 
lars are spent before the case really gets into 
tryabie shape. De positions have to be taken, 
transcripts of testimony made and swarms of 
witnesses paid who are constantly being 
called up and then dismissed again ause 
the case is not ready quite for trial. The ma- 
chinery of the courts Is very complicated and 
makes an interesting study for the unin- 
itiated, even if it does seem Commonplace to 
the lawyers.

But 
modern penal institutions do 
not contemplate punishment or ravenge.

James Beck- 
wourth, the famous scout, who becamea 
war chief under the nameof Medicine Calf 
among the Crows, has related to a friend an 
extraordinory feat of levitation which a great 
war chlef of the Crow Indians performed in 
his presence on the eve of leading his war- 
riors to battle. The chief was an aged man 
and professed to havea premonition of death, 
For many moons he had led the Crows suc- 
cessfully against their hereditary foes, the 
Blackfeet. It was not his heart that failed 
him now, but his medicine had lost its 
ency. In the dusk of the gray morning he 
ed his braves out on an open prairie, and, 
setting his shield on edge some fifteen or 
twenty feet in front of them, pointed to it 
with his lance.

The basis 
of the paper is no chimera, no peep into the 
future, bütk ratner a logical and conclusive 
deduction based upon cold and indisputable 
facts and figures.

industrial and commercial 
of England to be transferred to 
this country, and what are some of the 
forces working to thatend? Of all the coal 
mined in the world, from the beginning of 
the present century, thut speck upon the 
oc has produced quite one-half. Her out- 
put of coal still exceeds that of any other 
country. In 1891 she mined 36 per cent of the 
world’s product, while the United States 
produced 83 per cent. This country is in- 
creasing its output of coal at the rate of 10 
per cent per annum, while the Increase in 
Great Britain is less tran? per cent, The cost 
of coal is increasing in Great Britain and de- 
creasing in this country. England exports 
81 per cent of her total product of coal, while 
this country exports less than 1 per cent of 
its product.

Great Britain has for many years led all 
other countries in the production of pig iron, 
producing, until of late years, more than 
one-half of all the pig iron made in the 
world. Great Britain reached her maximum 
output of iron in 1892, and this country 
has doubled its preductions since 
that time, now producing more iron 
and steel than its competitor. In 
1867, Great Britain produced 52 per cent of all 
the iron inthe world and the United States 
produced only 14 percent. In 1891 the United 
States produced 84 per cent and Great Britain 
only 80 percent of the world’s product. The 
production of iron is increasing in this coun- 
try faster than the increase in population. 


Louis Frechette, the Cana - 

CANADIAN dian poet laureate, de- 
ANNEATION. elares bluntly in the Novem- 
ber Forum that the French 

Canadians are utterly tired of English rule, 
and have no desire for independence, but 
that they are strenuously eager to join the 
United States. Amalgamation of English 
and French in Oanada, he protests, is abso- 
lutely hopeless, even asserting that in a war 
between England and France the French 
Oanadians would side with France. J. Cas- 
tell Hopkins, a Toronto Tory, declares on the 
other hand, in the same magazine, that 


everybody in Canada enjoys the beneflcent 
British rule, and looks askance at this un- 
fortunate country and its blunders. 
‘*Alliance with the States of the Union,’’ 
writes Frechette, ‘‘would with one sweep of 
the pen settle all those thorny questions 
which now embarrass us, At one stroke we 
should benefit by all the progress of our 
neighbors up to this point; we should enter 
into free commercial relations with a 
country of 70,000,000 of Inhabitants; the lines 
uncomfortably strained which hold us in the 
wake of another people would be thrown 
off; we should have no more hatred 
or rivalry of faith 
longer conquerors ever looking upon 
us as the conquered; no longer aay joint 
responsibility with any European nation; 
no longer any frontiers; no longer any pos- 
sible wars; a single fag over the whole of 
North America, which then would be, not 
the holding of any particular nation, but the 
home of Humanity itself, the Empire of 
Peace, the richest and most powerful domin- 
ion of the Earth, under a Democratic Gov- 
ernment having as its leading principle the 
recognition of the same rights and 
the im position the same 
duties on all its subjects 
without question of the blood which flews in 
their veins or of the form in which they 
may choose to worship their God. And what 
are we called upon to give in exchange for 
this? For our British compatriots there 
must, it is true, be a sacrifice of those tradi- 
tions, which, however, they would have to 
abandon sooner or later; but as for us abso- 
lutely nothing! Who cannot fail to recognize 
that here is that whicha great statesman so 
aptly termed ‘Manifest Destiny“ 


The liability of railroads in 
case of accidents to em- 
ployes of the road is treated 
clearly and lucidly in an 
article entitled Some Legal Aspects of Rail- 
roading,’’ by William Arch McClean in the 
current number of Cassier’s Magazine. Many 
interesting examples of cases illustrating 


the cp ee ae involved in the latest 
judicial decissions are given, and serve to 
show the fixed principles which now govern 
the responsibility of railroads and their em- 
ployes to each other. 

Arallroad employe, in order to recover 
damages from his company for injuries from 
an accident which occurred by reason of the 
negligence of the company, must show the 
absence on his own part of the slightest con- 
tributory negligence. If contributory neg- 
„ appears a non-sult inevitably tol- 

ows. 

An interesting case is the following, in 
which it was earnestly contended that the 
failure to comply strictly witha rule of the 
railroad would be such contributory negli- 
gence in itself as to bar recovery. The court 
refused to adopt such a ruling and sustained 
a verdict in favor of the plaintiff—a 
conductor’s widow. The conductor of 
a freight train was subjectto a rule of the 
company which directed him to take his po- 
sition in about the middle of the train when 
it was going down grade, soasto be abie to 
properly directthe brakeman. Just as the 
train started downa slight grade, about a 
mite in length, the conductor went forward 
to the —— and told the engineer to run 
slow and look out for the Iron Company's 
engines, they are liable to come outside their 
Ums. The train was running at the time 
under a special order to look out for an iron 
company’s engines at a point at some dis. 
tanc we oe While the conductor was 
giving this direction to the engineer and 
receiving his answer, the engine and some of 
the cars were thrown from the track owing 
toa defect in the roadbed and the conductor 
was killed.

Have no hesitancy about star- 
ing, be sure you cultivate the heavy Brit- 
ish stare. And don’t forget your mondele. 

Perfumes are becoming quitea fad, and the 
costly orlental perfumes ars the preper ones, 
The tact that the odor one frequently notices 
on the street when passing a woman suggests 
a hot vanilla pudding, and was formerly re- 
garded as vulgar, bas nothing to do with the 
matter now. Strong scents are the very 
latest and quite the proper thing.

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HISTORIC PRISONS. 


OLD ROQUETTE AND STE, PELAGIE IN 
PARIS TO BE TOBN DOWN, 


Written forthe SUNDAY Post- DISPATCH. 

It is announced that the French Govern- 
ment intends to build a large prison a short 
distance outside of Paris, to replace the 
famous Roguette, near Pere La Chaise Ceme- 
tery, and the prison of Ste, Pelagie, with its 
souvenirs of the reign of terror. Every 
American visitor to Paris has seen La 
Roquette, which is chiefly Known as the 
place outside which the guillotine is erected 
whenever there is an execution ia the French 
capital, 

It was in the street in front of La Roquette 
that Pranzint, the murderer with whom Miss 
Edith Drake, the New York banker’s daugh- 
ter, became infatuated, had his head cut of 
in 1887. The following year witnessed the 
execution of Prado, the infamous assassin of 
women. Eyraud, the strangler, was a re- 
cent victim of the guillotine in the Place de 
La Roquette, 

It rests with the public prosecutor and not 
with the judges in France to determine in 
what prison a delinquent sentenced by the 
courts sball be confined. Prisoners con- 
demned furcrimes of comparatively minor 
importance often obtain permission to pass 
the time of their sentence in La Roquette on 
condition of paying 12 cents a day tothe 
state. The discipline of the prison is not 
rigorous. : 

Close to the chapel are two stalis or booths, 
one of which communicates with the kitch- 
en, and is under the management of a pris- 
oner who helds the post of sutler, while at 
the other is sola cocoa or licorice juice, Each 
prisoner, on payment of the sum stipulated 
in the tariff, can also purchase the fifth ofa 
litre of wine. More than that quantity is 
not allowed to be sold to anyone man. The 
The things to be bought at the prison can- 
teen besides wine are chocolate, butter, 
cheese, ham, sausages, eggs, salad, fruit, 
tinned meat, biscuits, stationery, tobacco 
and snuff. As a rule the prisoners behave 
well, because for a frst offense a man's to- 
bacco and wine will be cut off for a week; for 
a second he may be forbidden to purchase 
anything at the canteen for a month, 

At the end of one of the long corridors is 
the narrow prison which served as a place of 
confinement for Mgr. Darboy, the Archbishop 
of Paris, who was shot withthe rest of the 
hostages by the Communists in 1871. Since 
that august prisoner was inclosed within the 
four narrow walis the cell has never been en- 
tered by any criminal. It nas remained in- 
tact. The bed is just as it was when the 
great prelate was called to meet his fate. The

Paul and Louisville, the pur- 
chases of the latter being said to be due to a 
better understanding ofthe recent peculiar 
purchase of the Chesapeake, Ohio & South- 
western, Closing prices were in most cases the 
highest. In the first dealings the tone was 
rather weak, with considerable pressure 
against Sugar and Chicago Gas. After the 
first hour, however, the market was firm, 
and a rally set in that extended through the 
list; the exceptions in closing lower were 
Lakawanna, Lake Shore and Northern 
Pacific preferred. There Was a fair de- 
mand for stock for borrowing pur- 
poses after the close. The oversold 
condition of the marke t is coming in for 
more general comment, and no small part of 
the strenath atthe close is attributed to the 
appreciation of this fact by the short later - 
est. The sterling exchange market closed 
firm afteran advance during the week of 
from 1 to iu per pound sterling. Further 
advances are not expected at present. It is 
scarcely correct in view of the condition of 
the money market to speak of such show- 
ings as are now reported weekly by the 
banks as good statements. 

The piling up of money at this point means 
only that it cannot be profitably employed 
elsewhere, and the local banks, as a rule, al- 
low interest on the balances of out-of-town 
institutions. The interest is small, from 1 
to 2 per cent, but as money cannot be loaned 
here at better rates, it is understood that the 
banks contemplate closing the payment of 
even such interest on balances as 1 per cent. 
If this is carried out it will presently check 
the flow of funds to New York, and will 
probably induce its employment in more 
or less specalative ways elsewhere. The 
banks have ere this period had to adopt 
a similar step. It was after the 
panic of 1884 when the .same conditions ob- 
tained. Reserves increase this week 57,641, 


750, and the banks now hold 163, 470. 475 above 
the legal requirements. The percentage of 
reserve is 89. Deposits increase $8,944,200 and 
loans only $1,253,300. Actual cash holdings 
increase nearly $10,000,000, over 85 per cent of 
whichisin legal tenders. The steady de- 
crease in circulation is reflected in a falling 
of $279,700. The present surplus is the largest 
on record. 

The week’s stock market presents an al- 
most unrelieved level of dullness. The 
periods of weakness have been due to the 
periodical bear raids and rallies only to the 
covering of the short interest. While the 
bears can accomplish nothing in the market 
without inducing liquidation, it is equally 
true that there is little or no buying power 
in the market outside ofthe short interest. 
While financial and business conditions 
show a steady improvement which should 
and ultimately will be effected in the security 
market prices have sagged away in a dis- 
couraging manner. 

At the same time the net result forthe 
week is Dy no means as serious as one would 
suppose from judging of the market day by 
day. Except in the cases of Sugar and Gen- 
eral Electric very little has been accom- 
plished in the work of lowering values. Inthe 
active stocks the declines are generally under 
two polots and considering that as much de- 
cline is often accomplished in one of the 
usual afternoon bear raids, it will be seen 
that stocks possess some little recuperative 
power.

HIGHEST ON RECORD. 

New Tonk, Nov. 17.—The vening Post says 
financially: The New York surplus bank re- 
serve passed by to-day’s statement to the 
highest figure on record, Fifteen months 
after the May panic of 1884 the reserve 
touched $64,724,100, its maximum for the 
year. ‘To-day’s Huge increase brings the 
present total up to $65,470,475. The compari- 


son is all the more noteworthy, in that so 
longa period elapsed after the acute panic 
period of nine years ago before the highest 
notch was reached, he shrinkage in the 
bank reserve, however, which came later in 
the months of 1885, was the si of reviving 
8 in tue commercial and financial mar- 
ets. 

This summer’s panic was far more severe 
than that of 1884; yet there has thus far been 
passed less than one-fourth the period of 
stagnation which Was required before tho 
last decade's complete trade revival. But it 
must not be overlooked that long before the 
bank surplus of 1885 had reached its max!i- 
mum stock market prices had anticipated 
the future business activity, The first six 
months of 1885 were marked by dual but 
very substantial galus in market prices. 
Curiously enough these gains were made 
without a corres ponding increase in the loan 
account of the New Lork banks, and this Is 
food for thought. The loan statement of 
this week’s bank report is on its face ex- 
tremely unfavorable. Withalithis heaping 
up of cash the aggregate of discounts has 

ecreased no less than $1,253,200. This means 

usiness stagnation, but that it means de- 
clining prices for securities does not follow. 

The market hasacurious way of ignoring 
the immediate outlook for the far distant 
future. Moreover there was in 1884 no such 
tremendous arguments for confidence as a 
return of soundness in currency legislation. 
It has been very truly sald that if the trades 
oftwoor three professional operators were 
eliminated from this week’s market, fully 
three-fourths even of the present restricted 
business would digappear. But what may 
safely be concluded from to-day’s transac- 
tions is that the efforts of these active specu- 
lators to force down prices heavily have 
failed. Outside investors, as last week’s 
market proved, are not preparedjto Duy, but 
this week’s market has proved that they are 
in no haste to sell. 

This is a point of much fmportance, for the 
calculations of almost every market prophet 
has been that a heavy outside liquidation 
must be faced when a silver repeal had been 
accomplished. Apparently this liquidation 
was pretty much completed in the few days 
following the Senate vote. To-day’s market 
deserves no extended criticism. It opened 
very duliand improved siowly to the close, 
the speculative sellers of some days ago 
being the active Duyers. Hardly twenty-five 
stocks in all were actually traded in. Reason- 
ing after their fashionthe traders took the 
bank statement as favorable, but it had ap- 
parentiy no influence on prices, Silver bullion 
advanced again, which indicates no doubt 
that the oriental buyers, whose orders now 
govern the meta’ls movement, are once 
more active in the London market.

Garbage Contract. 


If HE DOES SO HE MUST ANSWER THE 
CONSEQUENCES 


City Counselor Marshall Renders an Opin- 
ion on the Mooted Question Which Is a 
Glittering Array ot Its“ and Leaves 
the City’s Position in a State of Glo- 
rious Uncertainty. 


Oity Counselor Marshall yesterday after - 
noon sent to Mayor Walbridge his opinion on 
the relative rights of the city, the st. Louis 
Sanatary Co. and Garbage Contractor Gol. 
Ed Butier in the several contracts existing 
between these parties and the city. Mr. 
Marshall had been asked for an opinion by 
the Mayor in pursuance of a resolution 
passed by the Board of Health after the in- 
vestigation of the charges preferred against 
Col. Butler by Garbage Contractor Williams. 
It Was admitted at that investigation that 
the garbage contractor had dumped garbage 
into the river instead of delivering it 
to the Sanatary Co. for reduction, 
and it was also admitted that 
the Sanitary company had refused to receive 
the garbage, so dumped it intothe river, be- 
cause the capacity of its works was not suf- 
ficient to handle it all during the summer 
months. 

Mr. Marshall concludes that the Board of 
Health has no jurisdiction in any matter per- 
taining to the Contract between the city and 
the Sanitary company. If there has been any 
violation of it the Mayor is the only city 
official who can declare it forfeited, and even 
then, under the statement of facts presentéd 
to him, the City Counselor is of the opinion 
that the Mayor must act at his peril. 
The permission given by Mayor 
Noonan to the garbage contractor to 
dump the slops into the river may be a con- 
tinuing permit until it is revoked, and iff this 
is the case then Col. Butler was perfectly 
justified in the course he pursued. It the 
Sanitary company handled all the garbage 
it could and proceeded within a reasonable 
time to make preparationg to handle the ex- 
cess Offered it, then the Sanitary company 
was justified in the course it pursued. 

At least this is the gist of the Oity Counsel- 
or’s opinion. 

An abstract of it is as follows: 

He refers to the communication received 
from the Board of Health, and summarizes 


the report of the board after the investiga- 
tion, A history of the contract of the Sani- 
tary company with the city is then given and 
its nature defined. 

The terms of the contract, that the com- 
pany is to process all garbage delivered to it, 
and also that the city is to pay 9cents per 
100 pounds up to 100 tons per day are also 
stated. He then says that he is informed 
that in pursuance of the contract the Sani- 
tary company has erected two works in the 
city and proceeded to perform its part of the 
contract. 

It further appears to me that during the 
last summer the. Sanitary company refused 
to receive garbage, and that the Garbage 
Contractor dumped the same into the river 
without an order from the Board of Health, 
relying upon the permit granted a year ago 
by the Mayor, so to do.“ 

As the chief executive officer of the city the 

ayor is empowered under the charter to see 
that all contracts and agreements with the 


city are enforced. 


As to all violations of city ordinances he 
has the pardoning and remitting power, and 
his permit is a pardon in advance of the of- 
fense. Lam not advised whether the permit 
issued a year ago was a continulag permit or 
not. Ifit was the acts done under it until it 
was revoked would be excusable.’’ 

He next states he is further informed that 
the sanitary company had discovered that 
two plants were insufficient and were erect- 
ingathirdone. The fact that such garbage 
as contained tin cans, bottles, ashes, etc., 
was rejected by the sanitary company is 
sufficient excuse for the company not re- 
ceiving it, and also for the garbage con- 
tractor to dump it into the river under his 
continuing permit. 

**Inasmuch,’* he then says, as the city 
does not pay formore than 100 tonsa day,’’ 
and that has been disposed of,the city has no 
cause to complain, 

But the question arises that under the con- 
tract the garbage must be disposed of by the 
* og i process, and Why has it not been 

one. 

Even granting it was dumped into the 
river, what damage dia the citizens at large 
sustain by the breach of the contract?

WILL GO TO ROME. 


Redemptorist Fathers Will Convene to 
Choose a Superior. 


REV. NICHOLAS MAURON’S SUCCESSOR AS 
RECTOR-MAJOR TO BE ELECTED. 


Sketch of the Order, Which Was Founded 
by a R-formed Lawyer for Pious Work 
Its Rapid Growth and Eventful His- 
tory in America. 


The Redemptorist order or congregation 
of the Most Holy Redeemer will elect a new 
Superior-General, or Rector Major, as he is 
styled in the order, at a general chap- 
ter to be held at the headquarters 
of the society in Rome on Feb. 23, 
1894. The late Superior was Most Kev. 
Nicholas Mauron, a Swiss, who died last July. 
The procedure of election in the or- 
der is extremely democratic, every member, 
even tothe humbiest lay brother, having a 
voice indirectly in the selection of his superior 
general. Inthe first place a meeting is held 
in every separate community of the order, 
when a delegate is selected who goes with 
the rector to the provincial chapter. At this 
session the delegates from the separate house 
select two delegates who, with the provin- 
cial acting ex-officio, compose the represen> 
tation of the province at the general chapter. 
The delegates are uninstructed. 

THE AMERIOAN DELEGATES. 

The Western Province of the United States, 
the mother house of which is at 
St. Alphonsus’ (Rock) Church, on Grand 
and Finney avenues, will be rep-* 
resented by Very Rev. Jos. M. 
Schwarz, Provincial; Rev. Thomas Brown, 
Rock Church, and Rev. James Karischer, 
Professor of Moral Theology at the Redemp- 
torist Seminary at Kansas City. The Eastern 
Province, whose headquarters are in Balti- 
moré, will be represented by Very Rev. Fer- 
dinand Lets, Provincial; Rev. Joseph Hen- 
ning, at one time stationed in St. Louis, gnd 
Rev. E. F. Schauer. The vice - Province of 
Canada will be represented by Rev. John 
Cateflle of Montreal. These seven gentlemen 
will comprise the American delegation to the 
conference at Rome next spring. 

The entire order is divided into twelve 
provinces and six vice-provinces, so that 
there will be forty-two representatives in 
the General Chapter. 

The rector major holds his office for life. 
Assisting bim as a board of counsel or cab- 
inet are six cOnsultors, elected with him, 
who hold office during his term, but go out 
on his resignation or death. The rector 
major and his cabinet reside atthe order’s 
headquarters, connected with the Church of 
St. Alphonsus Liguori in Rome. 

AMERICAN DELEGATION. 

The American delegation will comprise 
fully one-sixth the representation at the 
general chapter, a remarkable showing, for 
while the order was established in 1782, 1t was 
not established in this country until 100 
years later. The first members to reach 
these shores were Austrians, who settled 
in Baltimore in 1882. The order has 
spread rapidly. The Baltimore province 
now consists of twenty-three houses. The 
St. Louis province comprises eight estab- 
lishments, a theological seminary at Kausas 
City, a ° povitiate and juniorate at 
Windsor Springs, Mo. and churches 
at New Orleans, Chicago, Grand Rapids, De- 
troit and St. Louis. Their property here is 
valued at over $100,000. The church is one of 
the handsomiest in the city. 

THE ORDER IN sr. LOUIS. 

This province was separated from Balti- 
more in 18785, although members of the order 
came herein 1866 and for three years had 
charge of the old Cathedral on Walnat street, 
Meantime a local branch of the order was or- 


nized, the pérty on Grand and Finne 
avenues purthased the cornerstone of the 


present structure lala in May, 1867, and two 
years later the edifice was completed. | 


HISTORY OF THE ORDER, 

The © tion of the Most Holy Re- 
deemer, the members of which are common- 
ly known as le and sometimes 
referred to in history as Liguorians, was 
founded by St. Alphonsus Maria de Liguori 
in 1782. The originator came ofa noble Nea- 


tan fam and after giving promise of 
eg ato tbe bata, Deafecsion he aban: 
se, he entered the — een canon te Bis 


order and devoted himself to evangelizing 
the poor of Naples. 
FOUNDING OF THE ORDER. 

His term after ordination was principally 
‘spent in preaching and acting as confessor. 
He resided partly at his father’s home 
and partly with Rev. Matthew Rippa 
of the Chinese Missions. Under the 


influence of Mgr. Falacola, Bishop of Cas- 
tellamari, he gathered togethera company 
of men whose object was on the one hand to 
seek their own perfection by complying with 
the rules and regulations ofa religious life 
and on the other hand to devote themselves 
tothe apostolic work among forsaken and 
neglected souls. The work was begun at 
Scala on Nov. 9, 1782, Alphonsus being then 36 
years of age. he order met with great op- 
position at the outset within as well as with- 
outthe Church, but in 1749 Pope Benedict 
XIV. solemnly approved the institution. Be- 
sides the three simple vows of poverty 

charity and obediefice, the members bind 
a vow of perseverance until 
death in the institute. They refuse all bene- 
fices and dignities outside the orier. Al- 
phonsus forbade his followers to instruct the 
youth, govern sem iarieg or direct nuns. 
However, in this c try, where the congre- 
gation are asked to take care of parishes, in- 
Struction of children is a necessary con- 
comitant. The chief work of the order is 
the preaching of missions and retreats, par- 
ticularly in remote districts. 

DEATH OF THE FOUNDER. 

The founder died Aug. 1, 1787, in his 9ist 
year. The order at that time had spread 
throughout Europe, Clement Marie Hofbauer 
having introduced it in Poland, Austria 
and Switzerland. The principal houses 
of the order in Great Britain 


are at London, Liverpool. Perth, Teigen- 
mouth, Limerick, Dublinand Dundalk. 

The order is famous among schoolmen for 
the position taken by thelr founder in his 
Moral Theology’’ on the principle known 
as Probabitism.“ His stand is directly 
opposed to that taken by the Jesuits and the 
difference between them is almost as famous 
as those other theological quibbles between 
the philosophers of the greater and more 
ancient orders of the Roman Ohurch.

Scenes in St. Patrick’s, New York, at 
Sunday Services.

New York, Nov. 15.—Seen by moonlight or 
by sunlight St. Patrick’s Cathedral is the 
most beautiful ecclesiastical structure in 
New York City. The flying buttresses which 
support nothing may injure the whole struc- 
ture for architects, but for the great Ameri- 
can public which throws a satisfied glance 
upwara at the great white structure, the 
tapering spires, the lace-like floriations of 
the white stone, the spacious gracefulness of 
it all—for these the big marble church which 
occupies the block between Fiftietu and 
Fifty-first streets and Fifth and Madison ave- 
nues is a wonderful cathedral. 

Some of these need to be told that a cathe- 
Gral isn’t necessarily a big church, for any 
little frame structure where the Bishop has 
his throne is a cathedral just the same. and 
the biggest parish church in the world 
wouldn’t bea cathedral unless that throne 
was there, 

Any morning ofthe week at any of the 
masses sald atthe various altars in the 
chapels around the big church may be found 
what would be fairly good congregations for 
most churches. For that matter, go when 
you will, up to 9 o’clock ofa weekday night, 
you will fina people scattered around kneel- 
ing here and there saying their prayers. The 
little doors in the panels of the big portals 
are kept swinging nearly all the tima. 

And yet notallof thése people are pray- 
ing, for if you go at night, when only a few 
bunches of gas jets up near the choir of the 
church are biazing, lighting up the 
sanctuary and that red hat 
away up overheadf and walk down the dark 
transepts or the side alles, behind a pillar 
you will once in awhile 
and a woman sittin in the 
holding each other’s Gand. Don 
they were irreverent in choosing the church 
for a courting place, these poor souls, who 
have nowhere to go where they may ve 
alone. Like enough they hold their love to 
be holy before God and had just been pray- 
ing for each other. There isa deal of 
yg old-fashioned piety left in the world

Also in the daytime you will find euriosity- 
seekers enticed by the open door. They note 
with approval the shaven lawn, flush with

New York, Nov. 16.—Palmistry is the new- 
est fad, and ‘‘Cheiro,’’ from London, its 
able defender, is becoming the fashion in 
New York. Having heard of his wonderful 
accuracy in reading palms, a reporter of the 
Post-DIsPATCH called on him at his sanctum, 
No. 891 Fifth avenue. 

The charming waiting-room is artistically 
draped from floor to celling with sage green 
curtains, which form aneffective background 
to the white quaint furniture. On the walls 
and in cabinets are photographs of notable 
people, with their autographs, among 
them that of the Old Man. On the mantel, 
in the center of a lot of casts of hands, 
among which is that of Sarah Bern- 
hardt, is ared marble image of Buddha. 
Turkish chairs and rugs, several Indian 
tables, with tall, graceful palms, help to 
complete the furnishings. ‘*Cheiro’s’’ 
sanctum, into which the reporter was ush- 
ered next, is bizarre and uncanny. The 
walls are covered with Burmese curtains, 
grotesquely embroidered by hand, On the 
ceiling is an Indlan tapestry, which contains 
an authentie written account in Hindoo- 
stant of the history of tir gods. The 
figure ofa sacred Hindoo isa conspicuous 
feature of the room, In clear, modulated 
tones, in which, though be comes of Greek 
and Spanish extraction, there is no disguis- 
ing that Ireland was his birth- place, 
**Cheiro’’ related how it had been captured 
during the mutiny from an Indian temple, 
and presented to him bythe English officer 
who secured it: A Moorish lamp, which was 
suspended m the ceiling, threw a ghastly 
light on the’ palmist’s Italian motto above 
the door: be Sara Sara (What Will Be 
Will Be). 

With a sense of genuine trepidation the re- 

orter submitted to a test of ‘*Cheiro’s’’ abil- 
ty in his chosen profession, which he did in 
a fluent, straightforward manner. There 
Was ho mystery and no nonsense in his talk 
which bore upon the reporter’s life, wha 
had happened and what might happen. A 
good deal of it was true. 

As with his right hand he indicated the 
lines inthe palms, a very curious ring on his 
little anger was noticeable, It was in the 
sbape of a marquise ring and contained three 
stones, symbolic of the cock, the winged hog 
and the etle, which in other parlance 
means the devil, the world and eternity. A 
hideous scarfpin r a skull and 
cross bones, which he wears, hasa strange 
story.

‘SHIP CANAL TO MANCHESTER 


The Froject to Connect the City With 
Tide- Water Almost Completed. 
Special Correspondence SUNDAY Post- DISPATCH. 
Lonpon, Nov. 10.—Latest advices from En- 
gland are to the effect that the Manchester 
ship canal, which was begun in 1886 and on 
which work has repeatedly been sus- 
pended owing to various misfortunes, 
will be eventually completed, and that 
before a great many years have passed. The 
Manchester ship canal was designed for the 
purpose of bringing large ocean-going steam 
ships with their valuable cargoes, directly 
to the manufacturing city of Manchester, 
thus doing away with the necessity of break- 

ing bulk and paying toll at Liverpool. 

This seaport city depends for its prosperity 
almost entirely upon the fact that it is the 
most convenient discharging place for 
foreign vessels in England. Comparatively 
little manufacturing is done there. 
Manchester, on the other hand, 
is essentially a manufacturing center, 
being, in fact, one of the most 
extensive in the world. Thitherthe greater 


art of the immense cargoes of cotton sent 

rom America are destined. The method of 
transportation has hitherto consisted of 
shipping the bales to Liver l, where they 
are unloaded and repacked for transfer by 
rail or by one of the two barge canals to 
Manchester. 

The expense thus incurred by the Manches- 
ter manufacturers is great, and, after care - 
ful deliberation, it was decided by the lead- 
ing capttalists of the city that there would be 
an ultimate profit in digging a broad, deep 
canal, so that the largest ships might go 
directly to Manchester, thus avoiding the 
toll at Liver 0 

The canal scheme was therefore projected. 
The barge canals had served their purposes 
well, but were inadequate for the passage of 
ocean-going vessels. What Manchester de- 
sired was a connection with thesea by means 
ofthe ersey estuary, sufficiently large to 
accommodate the largest vesseis that crossed 
the ocean from New Orleans or Galveston. 

Such a canal, it was found, would have to 
be thirty-six miles long and 120 feet wide 
at the bottom, and with a minimum depth of 
twenty-four feet, these dimensions to be 
enlarged at the terminal point, sothat there 
would be plenty of room for docking aad 
turning around. 

A company was organized with an author- 
ized capital of $50,000,000, of which $40,000,000 
was to in share Capital and the remainder 
to De borrowed. It was also empowered to 
issue deventure stock. 

‘ihe canal was started with every prospect 
of success. There wereto be five filghts of 
locks and the thirty-six miles were divided 
into eight sections for the convenience of the 
contractors. Every citizen of Manchester 
took a personal pride in the work, and many 
tradesmen subscribed for $50 and $100 shares, 
while the debentures were disposed of readily 
amon Capitalists. Meanwbile Liverpool 
looked on with 144 — eye. The work pro- 

ressed so rapidly that at the begipning of 
ast year it was prophesied that ships would 
be sailing up the canal by Jan. 1, 1898.

Anarchist Classea as Dangerous Para- 
noa The Whipping Post for Incip- 
tient Oranks—Life Imprisonment in 


Asylums for Men Like Prendergast— 
Crankism a Matter of Heredity. 


Dr, Ludwig Bremer of St. Louis, famous for 
his researches and practice in the field of 
mental and nervous diseases, is a stalwart 
gix-footer, abrupt of speech and manner, 
vigorous and redolent of health, military in 
the system, discipline and determination of 
his professional life.

During the past few weeks there has been 
witnessed the strangest world-wide outbreak 
ot crank violence“ that history has had to 
record for years, It began, perhaps, with 
the assassination of Mayor Carter Harrison 
of Chicago by the crank Prendergast. It 
seemed to then spring ud a blaze of insanity 
throughout the entire country. At the same 
time the same unaccountable flame of crank 
violence“ awoke in Europe in the form of 
Anarchist outbreaks, bomb-throwing and 
dynamite-using in Spain and other countries. 

It was almost as though a psychic wave of 
violent mania had swept across the world, 
orauniversal ‘‘hypnotic suggestion’’ been 
launched from continent to continent. 

Yesterday Dr. Bremer, at the request of the 
SUNDAY Post-D1spaTcnH, discussed and ana- 
lyzed this remarkable movement, the 
strange epidemic of crankism. He brought to 
bear, in his interview witha SuNDAaY Posr- 
DISPATCH reporter, the knowledge and expe- 
rience of his own professional practice, 
added to a keen study of the present phe- 


nomenon. 
LATENT INSANITY AROUSED. 

**These outbreaks,’’ said Dr, Bremer, are 
not the result, as you intimate, of such a 
thing as a psychic wave or widespread hyp- 
notic suggestion. There is such a condition 
or happening possible, the exaggeration af 
what the French call insanity, the ‘epidemic 
of two’ and the ‘epidemic of three,’ 
as shown in families when, immediately fol- 
lowing the hallucinations of one member of 
the family, another and sometimes two 
others of that family will be similarly at- 
tacked, thedisease seeming totravel from 
mindto mind. That it is possible for such 
delusions to become really epidemic is al 
ready a matter of professional history, as 
or hysteria, in 

peah countries years ago, and other 
manifestations of widespread and general 
delusion of a similar nature. 

**The present trouble is not of that nature 
exactly. It is the sudden wakening Into act- 
ivity of latent and smoldering paranoia, 
Gegenerative insanity, which is always a 
matter of heredity. Paranoia, as now devel- 
oped, is the result of our civilization, 
and to-day it threatens the safety of 
society. There are hundreds of paranotacs 
inevery large community, people with the 
seeds of insanity in their minds. They Can 
be identified by the student in such matters. 
The misshapen head, the distorted or par- 
tially deformed face, the defective ear, indi- 
cate the paranolac. But under our civiliza- 
tion there is no way of dealing with him or 
putting him in some place where he will not 
be a menace to society until he has, perhaps, 
Geveloped suddenly into the murderous 


paranolac. 
THE PARANOIAO’S DELUSION. 

‘It is a fact that the  paranolac 
always begins with the delusion that 
he has deen greatly wronged by 
some one. Witness, even now, the case of 
the man Prendergast, the assassin of Carter 
Harrison, who writes that he has been de- 
frauded out of his birthright.’ Nursing this 


- @elusion of his wrongs, the paranoiac drifts 


into the ranks of the discontented, the rail- 
ers against existing social conditions, The 
Anarchist leaders of to-day are paranolacs, 
men whose heredity points to the fact of de- 
generative insanity coming to them with 
their birth. The mental brilliancy of para- 
nolacs is often remarkable. They write, they 
argue, they support their assertions as to 
the unfairness and injustice of 
the present social fabric, often with 
the greatest ability. They are apparently 
clear in their logic, they are eloquent and 
always impassioned, they carry the people 
with them. Manya leader in history, and 
many a molder and maker of history, has 
been nothing more nor less tnan a paranoilac, 
the hereditary victim of a degenerative men- 
tal unsoundness which, through exceptional 
circumstances, led them to apparent great- 
ness. 
GLAD TO BE A MARTYR. 

The pronounced paranolac is difficult to 
deal with satisfactorily. To noone but the 
adept in the study of mental diseases 
is he of unsound mind. Punishment has 
no terrors for him, because it only confirms 
him in his delusion that he is being wronged 
by society and the world at large. He will 
giory in what heterms his persecution, and 
the prospect of martyrdom is always grate- 
ful to him. Following the final great crime 
of which he may be guilty, the paranoiac will 
go to the gallows with all the airs of a perse- 
cuted victim, a martyr. His bearing in this 
Fespect invariably misleads thousands who 
may have become followers in his especial 
crusade against society, and hig memory is 
very apt to be revered by them thereafter. 

The budding paranoiac, the one in whose 
brain latent paranoia is slumbering, wa iting 
to wakened, is found ina middle class 
between law-abiding citizens and profes- 
sional agitators and malcontents. This is 
the turbulent, law- breaking, dissatisfied and 
disorderly element of large cities,the toughs, 
the hoodlums, the insulters of women. It is 
from this class the full-fedged paranoiac 
Steps forth, a class which, under the present 
mildness of our form of civilization, ts al- 
lowed to flourish far beyond all precedent in 
the world’s history, And this thought 
Drings we to the subject ofthe proper treat 
ment. of paranolacs, both incipient and ac.

MAD ON HIS WEDDING DAY.

He Will Strike for the Patagonian Inter 
ior, and Hopes te. Accomplish Muck 
of Practical Benefit—A Country But 
Little Known— Tue Route Seleoted, 


Written for the Suxpay Post-DrspaTon. 
Col. E. J. Johnson of Philadeiphia, Pa. the 
explorer who on Dec. 20 will start from Para 
ington, N. M., on a tour, during whieh Be 
will traverse the unciviliged regions of Patt« 
xzobnia on horseback, is at Hurst's, where Be 
is making some preliminary arrangements 
for his overland trip of 10,000 miles, which 
will consume something over four years, 
While Col. Johnson is a resident of Philadel- 
phia, he has spent the greater portion of 
his life on the “frontier, and is 
thoroughly familiar with hardships such as 
must necessarily attend the proposed jour- 
ney. Col. Johnson was seen by & SUNDAY 
Post-DIsPaTCH reporter. , 

DISCUSSES HIS UNDERTAKING, 
»Iam going to make this journey, if I have 
to go alone, said he, ‘although several 
parties have signified their ten- 
tion of going with me. I first in 
Starting from El Paso, Tex., But I have 
changed my route, and will mow start frou 
Farmington, N. M., accompanied by five — 
men, ten good horses aud twenty pack 
horses. We will start from Farmington and.

The cooking of eggs is a science. Over 12,- 
000,000 eggs are consumed annually in the 
United States, and there are more than 800 
different ways of cooking them. Hens’ eggs 
are the commonest, the most economical 
and the best known. But other eggs are also 
in good repute. 

Of the 300 methods of cooking eggs, many 
vary but slightly, having but the addition of 
some particular vegetable, meat or sweat 
and a euphonious name to distinguish them 
from others. 

Unless an egg is fresh it is unfit for any pur- 
pose, and, by the way, it is well to bear in 
mind that a new-laid egg always requires 
boiling a half minute longer than a stale 


one.
